This booklet is illustrative of the achievement of British public libraries to date and is 
issued in the interests of better library service. The Centenary of the passing of the first 
Public Libraries Act for England and Wales will be celebrated in 1950, and the booklet 
appeals to every library authority to make its own Centenary assessment, to evaluate 
its own library service, and to prepare a development programme. It suggests the 
questions that should be asked, by librarians and library authorities, about their own 
library, its book-stock, staff, buildings, special services, methods and facilities, so that 
what is required to improve the service may be assessed.

THE ADOLESCENT AND THE FAMILY. Stella Churchill. Cresset Press, 
7s.6d. C8. 165 pages. Index. 

An appeal to parents to approach the period of adolescence from a new angle. The 

author believes that many of the so-called ‘problems’ of our time need not arise if the 
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handling of young people were different both at home and at school. As a psycho- 
therapist at the West End Hospital and a member of the staff of the Tavistock Clinic 
in London for many years, she has had wide experience of child life in clinics for 
maternity and child welfare as well as with her own family. She is not concerned only 
with the psychological aspect of ‘teen-agers’, but with the much wider field of physical 
health, choice of occupation, education and home life in general, and makes a strong 
plea for greater freedom in bringing up the young. Such freedom, she claims, should 
include the right to choose, without parental interference, friends, recreation, religion 
and occupation; and the right to discuss at home questions of politics, religion and sex. 
Parents and teachers, whether they accept all her views or not, will find much to 
stimulate fresh thought on a subject of considerable importance. (136.7) 


YOUR CHILD AND you. Cecil Hay-Shaw. Murray, 6s. C8. 157 pages. 
Index. 
A book ‘primarily intended to help parents with the ordinary problems of the 
normal child’, deliberately written in non-technical language in an attempt to convey 
the lessons and advice of the psychologist in simple terms. The first part of the book 
gives advice on how to recognize and how to deal with the emotional and everyday 
problems of the normal child; the second part is devoted to a study of exceptional and 
maladjusted children; the third part describes the methods used by Child Guidance 
Clinics to help such children to become happier and better adjusted individuals.

THE FOUNTAIN OF LIFE: PROSE AND VERSE FROM THE BIBLE. 
A Literary Anthology selected from the Authorised Version and arranged 
by A. G. Prys-Jones. Pan Books, 4s.6d. sC8. 180 pages. 


This selection of passages from the Old and New Testaments and the Apocrypha is not 
an attempt to produce an abridged Bible—the extracts have been chosen for their 
beauty and richness of language. The poetic extracts are sect out in metrical form, and 
the prose is printed without the distraction of verse divisions. Chapter and verse are 
recorded at the end of each item. Presented thus, the reader is brought face to face 
with the noble prose of the King James Bible and can readily apprehend the magnificent 
form in which it is cast. (220) 


THE IMITATION OF CHRIST. Thomas 4 Kempis. The full text of the 
Autograph Manuscript of a.p.1441 translated into modern English by 
Edgar Daplyn. Latimer House, 6s. F8. 184 pages. 

A modern translation of the famous medieval Christian devotional work ascribed to 

the Augustinian monk Thomas 4 Kempis (c. 1380-1471). The work has been translated 

from the original Latin into more languages than any other work save the Bible, and 
it has never ceased to move the hearts of men by its simplicity and sincerity and its 
direct appeal to the religious sense. The translator, the late Rev. Edgar Daplyn, who 
made a profound study of the Imitation, has attempted to strip the work of the pon- 
derous style of previous English translations and, using as far as possible the living 

English of today, to reveal it in all its natural freshness. The whole text is given as it 

stood originally. ‘This book’, says the translator, ‘can be a practical help to anyone, 

whatever their faith may be, and is quite as effective now as when it was written’. In 
four parts—Reminders Useful for the Spiritual Life, Thoughts Leading to the Inward 

Life, Of Inward Consolation, A Devout Call to Holy Communion—it shows how the 

soul may progress to Christian perfection and union with God. (242.1) 
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A NEW DEAL FOR PAPUA. G. H. Cranswick and I. W. A. Shevill, 
Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia), 5s. sC8. 159 pages. Photographs. Maps. 
Index. 


This book describes the work of the Anglican New Guinea Mission, especially during 
the last five years. Dealing, in addition, with Australia’s responsibilities to the natives in 
Papua and New Guinea, it adumbrates the developmental problems which lie before 
Administration and Church in that territory. The authors are both graduates of 
Sydney University. Bishop Cranswick was, until recently, Chairman of the Australian 
Board of Missions. (266.3) 


CALVIN’S DOCTRINE OF MAN. T. F. Torrance. Lutterworth Press, 14. 
D8. 183 pages. 


Into this volume the ablest younger theologian of the Church of Scotland has com- 
pressed the results of long study of the writings of the great Protestant reformer John 
Calvin (1509-64), deliberately, according to the preface, eschewing secondary 
authorities in an attempt to find what Calvin said for himself. The result is an exposi- 
tion of Calvin’s views in striking and original contrast to much of later Calvinist 
orthodoxy. The volume is embellished with many hundreds of quotations from Calvin 
and it seems a pity that so important a book should have no index. (284.2)

BROWN sTuDIES. W. J. Brown. Foreword by Arthur Bryant. Latimer 
House, 9s.6d. C8. 224 pages. 


As an Independent Member of Parliament, the author has a refreshing outlook on the 
present political problems of Great Britain, and his articles in the Press appeal to a wide 
public. Some of the best of his contributions to the Evening Standard and other journals 
are collected in this volume. Taken as a whole, they urge the importance of personal 
freedom: they argue the moral as well as political significance of communism, for 
example, and warn against the increase of bureaucracy and other dangers threatening 
democracy. Mr. Brown has a happy knack of seizing upon the important principles 
underlying episodes trivial in themselves. (320.4) 


DAYS FOR DECISION. Anthony Eden. Faber & Faber, 9s.6d. C8. 253 pages. 
Index. 


Here, to range alongside his earlier Foreign Affairs (1939) and Freedom and Order (1947), 
is a new selection from the published speeches and articles of the Deputy Leader of the 
British Conservative Party bringing the record up to the late summer of this year. 
Covering the last three years, the book is divided into sections on Domestic Affairs, 
the British Commonwealth, and World Affairs, and short, linking passages between 
the speeches and other material sketch the background of events. The aims of the 
Conservative Party, Britain’s economic struggle, and the Conservative alternative, are 
among subjects dealt with in the first part; in the second, the former Dominions 
Secretary comments on Canada, the British Commonwealth and the world, on New 
Zealand and the British Family, and on Australia, the Land of Opportunity. On world 
affairs Mr. Eden’s utterances, naturally informed by his experience as former Foreign 
Secretary and Secretary for War, take the reader from the Leamington Conference of 
June 1947 up to July 1949, and under this heading is included also a chapter on Anglo- 
American Relations. (320.4) 
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THE SHIP OF STATE. The Essentials of Political Science. Edward Jenks. 
Reprint. With an additional chapter by Frances E. L. Boyd. Duckworth, 
8s.6d. C8. 214 pages. Index. (Social Science Studies) 

This book, by an emeritus Professor of English Law in the University of London, first 

appeared in 1939, and has since been widely used in translation for the political re- 

education of Germany. It traces the historical development of the State and of the 
legislative and administrative machinery through which it works, in England and also 
in representative foreign countries. In a concluding chapter the Librarian of the United 

Nations Association describes the aims and organization of the United Nations.

ENGLISH POLITICAL THOUGHT IN THE NINETEENTH CENTURY. 
Crane Brinton. 2nd edition. Ernest Benn, 15s. D8. 318 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The author, who is Professor of History in Harvard University, is well known as the 

writer of The Political Ideas of the English Romanticists, The Jacobins, The United States 

and Britain, and other works. This study of political thought was first published in 

1933 and is now reprinted in its original form with a new preface. It consists of critical 

essays on certain outstanding writers: Bentham, Brougham, Owen, Cobbett, Coleridge, 

LS. Mill, Cobden, Kingsley, Disraeli, Newman, Carlyle, Bagehot, Acton, T. H. 

Green, Spencer, Bradlaugh, Morris, Maine and Kidd. Although it is not primarily a 

text-book it forms a helpful introductory study. (320.942) 


A NEW WAY OF LIFE. The Collective Settlements of Israel. Gideon 
Baratz [and others]. Foreword by Sir Wyndham Deedes. Introduction by 
Norman Bentwich. Shindler & Golomb in conjunction with the Anglo-Israeli 
Association, 12s.6d. D8. 146 pages. 25 pages of illustrations. 

Eight men and women settlers in Palestine describe in this volume their life in the 

‘Kibbutz’ (the collective settlements), in which each member of a classless society of 

educated peasants gives according to his ability and receives according to his needs. The 

various chapters, dealing with self-government, family life, ‘arranging the work’, 
education, culture and recreation, give an absorbing story of achievement in reclaiming 

and cultivating derelict land and making possible a happy community life. (323.354) 


REGIONALISM AND SECURITY. K. M. Panikkar, Sir V. T. Krishnamachari, 
H. V. Evatt, K. Santhanam, I. H. Baqai, G. A. Johnson, Manuel S. Canyes. 
Oxford University Press (Bombay), 7s.6d. D8. 80 pages. 

From an issue of merely academic and theoretical interest to one of practical importance 

the question of regionalism has been raised with the establishment of the Inter-American 

System and the Pan-Arab League, and the signing of the Canberra Agree- 

ment envisaging a South Seas Regionel Commission. Acceptance of the regional 

approach to problems of security and of political, economic and cultural progress is 
also explicit in the United Nations Charter. Any serious discussion—as in this sym- 
posium—of the different regional possibilities and the difficulties they involve must 
therefore merit attention. Mr. Panikkar, the Prime Minister of Bikaner, traces earlier 
attempts at regional solutions and indicates their merits and defects as well as the 
obstacles militating against success. Sir V. T. Krishnamachari, Diwan of Jaipur, under 

“Regional Arrangements: the Indian Ocean Area’ emphasizes the necessity for this 

type of organization on economic and cultural grounds as well as for security. Mr. 

Evatt, Australian Minister for External Affairs, is concerned with the desirability of 
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constructing a regional security system for the Pacific within the general system of 
world security. Mr. Santhanam, joint editor of The Hindustan Times, submits details for 
a regional authority for South-East Asia. Mr. Baqai, a former member of the British 
Ministry of Information’s Far Eastern Bureau, studies the background and outlines 
events leading to the formation of the Pan-Arab League; and Mr. Johnson, assistant 
editor of The Statesman, Calcutta, discusses the various proposals mooted since 1930 for 
possible regional arrangements in Europe. Mr. Canyes, chief of the Jurisdical Division 
of the Pan-American Union, summarizes the basic similarities and differences of the 
United Nations Organization and the Inter-American System and indicates the lines of 
their possible co-ordination. (327) 


FIFTY YEARS’ MARCH. The Rise of the Labour Party. Francis Williams. 
Foreword by C. R. Attlee. Odhams Press, 7s.6d. D8. 384 pages. Portraits. 
Index. 


As the Prime Minister states in his foreword, although there were earlier attempts to 
send independent representatives to Parliament to express the opinions of the workers, 
it was the meeting of Trade Unionists and Socialists at Memorial Hall in February, 
1900 which really began the British Labour Movement. Mr. Williams shows how the 
different labour and socialist aims were gradually united, and describes the part played 
in the movement by men and women of widely different mentalities and social back- 
grounds. The author has published a number of works, including War by Revolution, 
Democracy’s Last Battle and Press, Parliament and People. (329.942)

ECONOMIC THOUGHT AND POLIcy. D.H. Macgregor. Oxford University 
Press, 5s. F8. 189 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Home University Library) 
This book is a supplement to the author’s Evolution of Industry, and provides the 
necessary background of economic thought. Professor Macgregor (emeritus Professor 
of Political Economy in the University of Oxford) deals with the way in which 
economic thought has either influenced or been related to world policy. This involves 
brief discussions of the Malthusian argument and of the theories of laissez-faire and of 
effectual demand. The author states the case for a certain amount of socialist control of 
economic affairs and concludes with a chapter on the economic effect of war.

INTRODUCTION TO THE STUDY OF ECONOMICS. Henry Smith. 
Sylvan Press, 10s.6d. C8. 224 pages. 16 diagrams. Index. (Sylvan Books on 
Modern Studies in association with Ruskin College, Oxford) 


The author of Retail Distribution and other works here introduces the beginner in | 


economics straight away to modern methods of economic analysis. Also, in order to 
bring the student into contact with reality, he discusses the rather controversial 
opinions held by economists as to the relative importance of different aspects of the 
problem of ‘maximizing material well-being’. (330.1) 


A CONCISE ECONOMIC HISTORY OF BRITAIN FROM THE EARLIEST 
TIMES TO 1750. Sir John Clapham. Cambridge University Press, 12s.6d. 
L.Post 8. 341 pages. Index. 

From 1908 to 1935 Sir John lectured at Cambridge University on English economic 


history, covering the whole period from prehistoric to modern times, and he pub- 
lished a number of important works on the subject. This book was planned on the 
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lines of his lectures, but at the time of his death in 1946 he had finished only the first 
three parts, dealing with the earliest times onwards to 1750. The three parts are printed 
in this volume under the editorship of Mr. John Saltmarsh, a Fellow of King’s Coliege, 
Cambridge. The fourth part, continuing the narrative to the present day, is being 
written as a companion volume by Professor W. H. B. Court. (330.942) 


HUMAN RELATIONS IN MODERN INDUSTRY. R. F. Tredgold. 
Duckworth, 8s.6d. C8. 192 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Social Science 
Studies) 

Dr. Tredgold, Regional Psychiatrist to the South Eastern Metropolitan Hospitals 

Board, was formerly Boots Lecturer in Industrial Health at the Roffey Park Rehabili- 

tation Centre, Horsham, Sussex, and it was on the lectures which he delivered at the 

Centre in 1947 and 1948 on human relations in industry that he based the chapters of 

this book. It describes simply, for personnel managers and others, the contribution 

which industrial psychology can make to such problems as leadership, incentives, 
absenteeism, working-hours and leisure; and it also gives an account of the training 

courses in human relations at Roffey Park. (331.011) 


A FAIR DAY S PAY: A PLEA FOR A NATIONAL WAGES POLICY. 
J. J. Gracie. Foreword by T. U. Matthew. Management Publications Trust 
(2 Caxton Street, London, $W.1), 10s.6d. D8. 114 pages. Illustrations. 

Based on a series of six lectures entitled ‘The measurement of work and wages’, 

delivered in 1948, this book is a lively plea for a policy of wage incentives based on the 

scientific measurement of productivity, and for the adoption of the ‘payment by result’ 
principle. The work is based on twenty years’ experience, and will be a valuable 
contribution to knowledge on the subject, demonstrating the bearing of the new 

methods of productivity measurement on economic policies. (331.2153) 


MODERN BANKING. Leslie C. Jauncey. Georgian House (Melbourne, 
Australia), 10s.6d. C8. 224 pages. 
This book is concerned mainly with the growth of public banking throughout the 
world during the post-war years. It reviews banking practice in Australia since the 
depression of 1932 and describes in detail the legislation by which it was sought to 
nationalize banking in Australia. Salient teatures in the history since 1934 of the 
Commonwealth Bank of Australia are covered by the author, whose concluding 
chapters consider also proposals for monetary reform suggested during recent years 
as well as some of the effects of the Bretton Woods Agreement. (332.1) 


SOCIALISM. A Short History. Norman Mackenzie. Hutchinson, 7s.6d. C8. 
192 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson's University Library) 

In this outline history the author traces both the political ideas and their associated 

movements, at home and abroad, from their origins to the present day. He treats the 

subject broadly, including Chartism, Marxist philosophy, Fabian socialism, German 

social-democracy, Bolshevism, and the work of the First and Second International. 

Where matters of opinion are concerned he gives the arguments on both sides.

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AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS: UNITED KINGDOM, PART II. The 
Output and Utilisation of Farm Produce in the Agricultural Years 1939-40 
to 1945-46. Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries: Department of 
Agriculture for Scotland; Ministry of Agriculture, Northern Ireland. 
H.M. Stationery Office, ts. sR8. 55 pages. Paper bound. 

The only previous volume giving fairly comprehensive details of the United Kingdom 

agricultural output is The Agricultural Output and Food Supplies of Great Britain pub- 

lished in 1929; for the future the three Agricultural Departments intend to publish a 

United Kingdom output volume regularly (under the title Agricultural Statistics, 

United Kingdom, Part II) along the lines of the present volume. This deals with 

“Value of Gross Output’: detailed tables for the years 1939-46 and pre-war average; 

‘Output of Farm Crops’: utilization of land, production of crops, utilization of main 

crops, analysis of utilization of main crops for human food; ‘Output of Livestock 

Products’: livestock populations at June censuses—1939 to 1945, production of meat, 

milk, production of eggs, production of wool. (338.1) 


OVERSEAS FOOD CORPORATION REPORT AND ACCOUNTS FOR 


1948-49. H.M. Stationery Office, 3s.6d. M8. 157 pages. Tables. 4 maps in 

end pocket. (House of Commons Papers 252) 
This first Annual Report records the progress of the East African Groundnuts Scheme, 
which was officially taken over by the Corporation from the Managing Agency 
(United Africa Company) in March 1948. The results to date have been the subject of 
much criticism, particularly on the score of cost. Production is proceeding at Kongwa, 
though the crop so far grown has been reserved for seed, and on a smaller scale at 
Urambo. Much practical experience has been gained, and many facilities (roads, 
housing, hospitals) have been provided. The Report also includes the first report of the 
Queensland British Food Corporation, which is engaged in the initial stages of large 
scale production of coarse grains for pig-fattening. (338.1) 


HOME TIMBER PRODUCTION, 1939-1945. Russell Meiggs. Crosby 
Lockwood, 15s. D8. 289 pages. 24 illustrations. Appendices. Index. 
This book is more than a statistical record of British timber production during the war 
period, when imports of timber were cut to the barest minimum. It tells also the whole 
story of how the timber producers, growers, merchants, sawmill owners and Govern- 
ment departments, by working together and by making the utmost use of every 
resource at their command, managed. Some idea of the effort entailed may be gathered 
from the fact that the amount of home-grown timber consumed during that period 
rose from a peacctime 4 per cent to 60 per cent of the total. The value of this book, 
however, lies not so much in the greatness of the achievement it records as in its 
indication of the ways and means whereby organization and co-operation, even under 
difficult war conditions, can make such an enormous increase in output possible, 
without so straining the social and industrial mechanics of a system as to wreck it for 
future use.

THE MINERAL INDUSTRY OF THE BRITISH COMMONWEALTH AND 
FOREIGN COUNTRIES: STATISTICAL SUMMARY (PRODUCTION, 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS), 1941-1947. Imperial Institute. H.M.

The Statistical information is classified under the type of mineral, and gives details of 

Production, Exports, and Imports, under each country. It has not been possible to 
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give complete information for some countries, including those of Eastern Europe, but 
in order that world totals may be arrived at, estimates for such countries have been 
attempted. There is a list of statistical publications in the British Commonwealth and 
other countries. (338.2) 


PRICE CONTROL. Government Intervention or the Free Market? F. R. J. 
Jervis. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. C8. 224 pages. 9 diagrams. Index. 
The author, a trained economist, reasoning that Great Britain cannot remain in the 
present half-way stage between private enterprise and government intervention, 
examines here one aspect of government control. After a brief discussion of the normal 
working of supply and demand on the market price of goods he states the various 
reasons which may be advanced for government control of the price mechanism. His 
conclusion is that price control tends to create a black market, and that the shortages 
experienced in many commodities are a result of the very policies which were designed 
to control them. (338.526)

Coussey, to examine and report on proposals for constitutional and political reform in | 
the Gold Coast. The Report deals with the reform of local government, proposals for 
regional administrations and regional councils, the central Legislature and its relations 
with the Executive and Governor.

A stimulating, exciting book, subtitled ‘A kaleidoscope of human communication’, 
which attempts to trace the story of “how man has become a communicating animal’. 
The text is by Lancelot Hogben, Professor of Medical Statistics, Birmingham Univer- 
sity, whose Mathematics for the Million and Science for the Citizen have achieved world- 
wide fame as popular expositions of technical knowledge. Professor Hogben’s text 
is written with his usual vigour and covers an enormous field of human knowledge. 
He traces the story of picture-making and visual communication from cave-paintings 
and Mesopotamian seals through the complicated evolution of the alphabet (one of the 
best sections in the book), the development of astronomy, chronology and writing, to 
the inventions of printing and paper-making which have revolutionized human life 
during the last five centuries. Though specialists may question some of his generaliza- 
tions and other readers regret (even in a “hard-boiled technician’, as the writer de- 
scribes himself) occasional outbursts of petulant criticism directed against the Church 
and the legal profession the range of information and verve with which it is presented 
make this a notable book. The illustrations, which are an integral part of the book, 
have been chosen by Marie Neurath, Director of the Isotype Institute, an organization 
which has developed the use of ‘visual aids’ as a means of presenting statistical informa- 
tion on an international level.

MATHEMATICS AND THE IMAGINATION. Edward Kasner and James | 


Newman. Bell, 15s. L.Post 8. 395 pages. 169 drawings and diagrams by 
Rufus Isaacs. Bibliography. Index. 


Professor Kasner, of Columbia University, and Mr. Newman describe in non-technical 


fashion some of the simple questions from which important problems in modern 
mathematics have arisen, giving the general reader an idea of current topics in advanced 
mathematics. A certain knowledge of the subject is assumed. The calculus, transfinite 
numbers, non-cuclidean geometrics, probability and topology are shown to be 
developments from simple ideas, familiar puzzles, or famous paradoxes. For the 
thoughtful reader the freshness and gusto of the style and the wealth of clearly drawn 
and genuinely illustrative diagrams should provide an intellectual stimulus of 
considerable value. (510) 
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UNIVERSITY MATHEMATICS. A Textbook for Science and Engincering 
Students. J. Blakey. Blackie, 25s. D8. 527 pages. 
Dr. Blakey, Senior Lecturer in Mathematics at the Constantine Technical College, 
Middlesbrough, has collected into a single volume the pure mathematics needed for a 
degree in General Science or Engineering: limits, convergence, the calculus, deter- 
minants, co-ordinate geometry of two and three dimensions, and elementary dif- 
ferential equations. Numerous examples are given throughout the volume, many of 
them taken from University of London degree examination papers. The choice of the 
material is good, though the manipulation is at times rather heavy, and the student of 
technical mathematics will find the book very convenient for reading and reference. 
The author also suggests it will be of use to scholarship candidates and first-year 
university students, but such students would have to exercise considerable care in 
reading the book, since logical points are passed over too hastily; the proofs of funda- 
mental results are sometimes invalid, and some of the basic theorems are incorrectly 
stated.

REPORTS ON PROGRESS IN PHysIcs. Vol. XII, 1948-49. The Physical 
Society, 42s. C4. 382 pages. Index. 

This is a standard work of reference, enabling physicists to keep in touch with recent 
advances in various branches of physics. This volume, the twelfth in the series, con- 
tains fourteen articles, each written by a specialist. Chapters deal with mass 
spectrometry, nuclear paramagnetism, phosphors and phosphorescence, spontaneous 
fluctuations, recent nuclear experiments with high-voltage X-rays, linear accelerators, 
viscosity and related properties in glass, theory of the oxidation of metals, fracture 
and strength of solids, multipole radiation in atomic spectra, collisions between atoms 
and molecules at ordinary temperatures, low-temperature physics, slow neutron 
absorption cross-sections of the elements, and molecular distribution and equation in 
the gascous state. (530) 


PERMANENT MAGNETS. F. G. Spreadbury. Pitman, 
Illustrations.

An up-to-date account of the subject for students of electrical engineering and techni- 
cians who have to design and use permanent magnets. The basic theory of magnets is 
only briefly summarized, but the book deals fully with the practical aspects of mag- 
netism, particularly ferromagnetism, magnetic measurements and instruments, and 


with the magnetic materials in current use, together with a number of applications. 
A discussion on magnetization and demagnetization completes the work. (538.8) 


ARTIFICIAL RADIOACTIVITY. P. B. Moon. Cambridge University Press, 
12s.6d. D8. 102 pages. Diagrams. Index. (Cambridge Monographs on Physics) 
This is a specialized treatise on the isotopes which exhibit radioactivity but which do 
not occur in nature and which, unlike the natural elements, emit positive electrons. 
The main phenomena and techniques of radioactivity, as met with in the study of the 
light-weight and medium-weight radioactive nuclei, which can now be made in great 

variety, are outlined. References take account of papers published up to 1948.

WILD FLOWERS AT A GLANCE. M. C. Carey and Dorothy Fitchew, 
Dent, 10s.6d. sF8.

This handy little book illustrates many of the commonest and a few of the rarer 
British wild flowers. Each illustration is accompanied by brief notes, describing the 
plant as a whole and giving such information as the derivation of the botanical name, 
time of flowering, distribution, etc. The species are arranged primarily according to 
the colour of the flowers, and, within this grouping, in their natural orders, following 
Bentham and Hooker’s British Flora. While it is a pity that the text does not include 
references to species closely allied to those illustrated, there is no doubt that the book 
should live up to its name, and provide rapid identification in the field of any of the 
species with which it deals.

This new and enlarged edition of one of the most valuable volumes in this serie 

contains much fresh material. The book is recognized as the standard work on it 

subject and is essentially a collectors’ handbook, with good keys and diagrams for 
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identification. Increased interest in Natural History has led to more attention being 
paid to the less well-known groups and the dragonflies are among them; although this 
book is less easy to use than some of the others in the series (due to the lack of colour 
plates of all the species, and of illustrations about many immature forms) it will prove 
a popular addition to many libraries, both personal and public. (595-733)

This superb book is a notable addition to the literature of both ornithology and 
photography. Adapting to the specialized needs of their subjects the latest techniques 
of high-speed photography, the authors have produced a series of pictures of many 
birds, rare and common, the artistic merit of which is as great as their technical interest. 
The text is reduced to a convenient minimum enabling the reader to concentrate on 
the illustrations. A clear and concise technical description is given of the apparatus, 
developed especially for this work, with which the wonderful photographs were 
taken. At the same time, it must be remembered that a great deal of knowledge of the 
birds themselves, and of experience in stalking and ‘living with’ their sitters, has gone 
to the making of the authors’ fine book. (598.2) 


OLD CAILLIE. Arnt Hvidsten. Translated from the Norwegian by M. A.

This is a remarkable and most unusual book, which deserves to take its place among the 
classic stories of wild life. The author, writer, artist and sportsman living in the moun- 
tain woodlands of Norway, is also obviously a naturalist with remarkable powers of 
observation and insight into the ways of wild birds and beasts and an even more 
remarkable gift for interpreting them into normal language. The book tells the story 
of an old hen capercailzie—the wild turkey of the northern pinewoods—of her life 
throughout the years, with its dangers and its pleasures, the rearing of her family of 
chicks, the endless struggle with the birds and beasts of prey and the elements them- 
selves. Unlike the wild ‘characters’ in so many such books, this is no super-intelligent 
bird, avoiding mischance by cunning or remembered experience. She is in fact rather 
charmingly stupid—as are many wild things—but her actions are natural and reason- 
able, not guided by some unnatural gift. It is not, however, only in its fine observation 
and interpretation of natural history that this tale excels. For the author is evidently 
a natural writer of great gifts. His simple language, his straightforward descriptions of 
natural phenomena, serve to emphasize the drama of the lives he describes and leave a 
memorable and permanent impression in the reader’s mind of the places and events in 


the life of “Old Caillie’. (598.61)

Edward Lear (1812-88), famous for his Nonsense Rhymes, was an artist of meticulous 
precision and of some distinction. Mr. Reade, with scholarly care and accuracy, has 
traced the story of his work in lithography, particularly that which illustrates the 
Parrot family. He has reproduced, to illustrate his text, twelve very fine Lear colour 
plates of these engaging birds. It is an essay well worth adding to the existing bio- 
graphical material, for, even were nothing else known of the artist, his work in the 
sphere of natural history would deserve to be remembered.

ENGLISH TOWN crafts. A Survey of Their Development from Early 
Times to the Present Day. Norman Wymer. Batsford, 15s. D8. 136 pages.

This admirably illustrated book is intended as a companion volume (and a worthy one 

it is) to the author’s English Country Crafts. From it one learns that the machine has not 

ousted the hand craftsman, who is still found working, with traditional pride and skill, 
in many English towns. The author first outlines the growth, function and the social 
and national influence of the old craft guilds, and shows how many aspects of them still 
survive in custom, trade and industry. He emphasizes how the co-operation between 
the crafts, the skill of refugee foreigners, and the adaptation of local material to local 
needs produced cloth, agricultural implements, furniture and buildings that gained 
both national and world fame. The crafts are classified as those connected with the 
Church, the home, with music, books, clothes, travel, scientific instruments, and, 
finally, with sport. The making of scientific instruments is treated historically; in his 
survey of the other crafts the author also deals with many stages of the actual crafts- 
manship involved. The final chapter is a plea for the recognition of the hand craftsman 
as a vital necessity in any modern production programme. This excellently produced 
book will indeed, as the writer desires, foster a greater appreciation of true craftsman-

TUBERCULOSIS IN HISTORY FROM THE I7TH CENTURY TO OUR 
Own Times. S. Lyle Cummins. Baillicre, Tindall & Cox, 21s. D8. 219 
pages. 12 plates. Index. 

Several chapters of this book formed the subject of papers read by the author (Professor 

of Tuberculosis, Welsh National School of Medicine 1921-38) to the History of 

Medicine Section of the Royal Society of Medicine. Professor Cummins, who died 
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in 1949, himself made contributions to the knowledge of tuberculosis and was there- 
fore specially well fitted to appraise the work of the early pioneers. In Part I he gives 
an account of the life and work of rine British physicians (among them Bennet, 
Sydenham, Morton, Carson and Budd) covering three hundred years from the 
seventeenth to the end of the nineteenth century, a period when scientific observation 
and experiment were first applied to the study of disease. Part 2 deals with the work 
of the Continental phthisiologists, from Auenbrugger (1722-1809) to Villemin (1827- 
1892), including the story of the life of Laénnec, discoverer of the stethoscope, and of 
Piorry, who introduced mediate percussion. This well-written and interesting book 
concludes with accounts of the life and work of Trudeau, who taught how to manage 
and begin to treat tuberculosis, and of Koch, the discoverer of the tubercle bacillus.

In Part 1 the late Dr. Hernaman-Johnson, Physician to the Charterhouse 
theumatism Clinic, London, who had a special knowledge of radiology, deals with 
the recognition of the disease and with treatment, other than surgery; in Part 2 Mr. 
Law, Assistant Sur reon, Orthopaedic Department, the London Hospital, writes of 
the new surgical procedures used with success in previously hopeless cases. The book 
is a neat production in very readable and pleasant type.

The 
lectures outline the hypothesis of swelling stresses and the methods of calculating 
elastic constants of gels from swelling data and then discuss the application of thermo- 
dynamics to the phenomenon of sorption hysteresis and to the stresses set up in plastic 
swelling materials. The book is intended to assist workers not only in the physics of 
timber but also in the wider field: the treatment is descriptive and diagrammatic rather 
than mathematical.

In his new book, which is a companion to it, he singles out certain types of 
steam locomotive, most of which have now disappeared, and in a series of chapters 
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written with felicity and humour, gives, in terms as little technical as possible, the 
reason why he considers them to have been worthy of the word ‘classic’. With the 
slow disappearance of steam traction in favour of the electric or diesel-hauled train, it 
is valuable to have such records. In this case, Mr. Hamilton Ellis’s text is enhanced by 
phot »graphs, and by a series of his own paintings of locomotives in full pride.

anthology reflects the genius of the English countryside through the country labourer,

The compiler has sought for pas- 
sages that in some way bear upon the countryman’s native quality, ‘the inherited 
intuitive knowledge of the best way to live within the framework of natural law’. 
In the old country life use and beauty were one and what he has also tried to suggest 
is that “potentially, the countryman’s home used to feed him, body and spirit, and 
provide him with work and recreation which were involved like the warp and woof 
of a fabric’. Nevertheless, the book is not specifically about labourer or farmer, the 
past or the present, but an attempt to express the true spirit of the country from two 
viewpoints, the countryman’s and the country-lover’s. This new edition is beautifully 
decorated by the celebrated artist, Reynolds Stone. The compiler, Adrian Bell, is 
well known for his books about the country.

The work, revised and enlarged for this Penguin edition, is arranged 
in numbered sections of a few pages each, instead of in chapters. The first part is 
concerned with aesthetic theory, the second part with an outline history of art 
including primitive and oriental art, and the third with the nature of the artist. The 
author is an eminent writer, critic and poet and a former Professor of Fine Arts in the 
University of Edinburgh.

The Oxford History of English Art (of which this volume is the first to be published 

though fifth in the projected series) is designed to cover all branches of the visual arts 

seen against the background of general English history. The series, planned on the 
ample lines of the Oxford History of England, is edited by T. S. R. Boase, President of 

Magdalen College, Oxford. Each volume will be complete in itself describing both 

the major and minor arts as facets of the general cultural development of each period. 

Vol. V, covering the central period of English medieval art from the reign of Edward 

Il to Henry VI, is by Dr. Joan Evans, Hon. Fellow of St. Hugh’s College, Oxford, 

the distinguished writer on art and history whose Art in Mediaeval France was noted in 

the February 1949 issue of British Book News. The period 1307-1461 saw the creation 
of two of the most characteristic English architectural styles—the ‘decorated’ and the 

‘perpendicular’, the rise of the great East Anglian school of illuminated manuscripts, 

the development of monumental art in alabaster effigies and incised brasses, the trans- 

formation of heraldry into a decorative, courtly art, and the painting of such pictures 
as the Wilton diptych. Dr. Evans relates these and other artistic productions to con- 
temporary political, spiritual, economic and literary changes. Nearly one hundred 
plates, illustrating all branches of the visual arts, follow the ten chapters of text, 
providing a conspectus of the stylistic developments of the period. The bibliography 
will be found most useful with its references to many articles from the Transactions of 
local archaeological societies.

HEAVENLY MANSIONS and Other Essays on Architecture. John Summerson, 
Cresset Press, 21s. sD8.

The author of these ten essays, the first of which gives its name to the book, is probably 
the foremost architectural historian and critic in England today, a writer who com- 
bines genuine scholarship with an engaging readability. In this volume he contrives to 
illuminate a variety of widely different personalities and aspects of architecture, 
ranging from an original interpretation of Gothic to some provocative speculations 
on the fashionable views of the present. Alberti, Wren, John Wood, J. M. Gandy, 
William Butterfield, Viollet-le-Duc and Le Corbusier are among the strangely 
assorted company that the reader meets. This extremely stimulating book is illustrated 
with line drawings and 32 pages of plates. It is issued with a new type of binding 
which, the publishers claim, makes dust-jackets superfluous. A good index is provided,

exceedingly able, appraisal of the splendid buildings and great craftsmen which the 
age produced. It was as the author makes clear, a period of convulsive change, the las 
time in England when notable public and private buildings were produced in a native 
tradition. This is beyond question one of the best volumes in this useful series, but 
those who are familiar with Mr. Harvey’s previous books on medieval England are 
unlikely to be surprised by its excellence.

Although this book is designed for the beginner the author also considers elaborate 
embroidery and shows by means of simple patterns and basic stitches the successive 
stages that lead to more intricate work. She lays special emphasis on the preparation 
and tracing of designs, and points out the advantage and interest that can be added to 
the more advanced patterns by the use of original decoration. The attractive colour 
plates and line drawings illustrate innumerable examples of stitches and design, and 
instructions are given for the working of table mats, flower pictures, fire screens, 
cushion covers, stool tops, handbags and purses, aprons, and table runners; suggestions 
are also made for church vestments. The work is very well produced. (746.44)

LANDSCAPE INTO ART. Sir Kenneth Clark. Murray, 25s. IM8. 147 pages. 
104 plates. Index. 


The subject of this book, which is based on Sir Kenneth Clark’s first course of lectures 
as Slade Professor of Fine Art in Oxford University, is man’s relation with nature as 
expressed in landscape painting. Different conceptions of nature have prevailed in 
various epochs causing corresponding changes in the painter’s response. His attempts 
to reduce the complexity of natural forms to pictorial expression are brilliantly 
analysed with special focus on the art of the nineteenth century. The author begins 
with ‘the landscape of symbol’, the medieval approach, in which formalized naturalis- 
tic details are combined into decorative pattern, as in tapestries and miniature 
painting. With the Renaissance came ‘the landscape of fact’, based on an intense study 
of space and light. This phase is followed (and indeed accompanied) by ‘the landscape 
of fantasy’ , associated clei with northern artists such as Griinew ald, Altdorfer,

Bosch, etc. In the seventeenth-eighteenth centuries ‘the ideal landscape’ prevailed, 
supremely evoked in the paintings of Claude, Poussin and their followers. The 
nineteenth century saw the creation of ‘the landscape of natural vision’, characterized 
by direct observation of nature, which inspired both the Impressionist and Academic 
painters. 104 plates, reproducing pictures in European and American galleries, illus. 
trate these different approaches to nature. Together with the text they greatly enlarge 
our appreciation of |: indscape painting, the survival of which in the twentieth century 
may depend, in the author's words, on ‘the use of landscape as a focus for our Own 
emotions’, in a manner suggestive of the earlier ‘landscape of fantasy’. (758.1)

The Florentine painter Fra Angelico (1387-1455), one of the best-known and best- 

loved Italian artists, is described by the author of this finely produced book as ‘the 

last representative of the sacred art of the Middle Ages’. The interaction of religious 
with artistic impulses is described by M. Bazin, Curator of the Louvre Museum, Paris, 
in the introduction, which considers Fra Angelico’s achievement under the headings of 

“The Christian Humanist’, ‘The Artist’, “The Master-Workman’, etc. The plates 

set a new standard of technical excellence, especi lly those in colour, many of which 

have been overprinted in gold. It is also satisfying to have the pink shades which Fra 

Angelico knew how to use with such success reproduced far more accurately than in 

most colour plates. Details are given of many pictures and the whole collection forms 


the most complete survey of Fra Angelico’s work ever published. The list of plates 


includes documentary information on the provenance, restoration, replicas and other 
technical matters concerning the pictures illustrated. The plates, colour blocks and 
text of this outstanding production were printed in Paris; the book is published in 
Great Britain by Heinemann in association with the Hyperion Press of London, Paris

In the photographic world Mr. Cash’s is a voice that commands respect. He has 
been using the Leica for many years, during which time he has developed a great 
enthusiasm for its capabilities. His book sets out to demonstrate some of these capabili- 
ties, in particular the camera’s remarkable versatility. The splendid pictures tell their 
own story. In rapid succession the author deals with the photography of people, 
landscapes and towns, nacure, and children, industrial photography, colour, photo- 
graphy at night and action photography. Many useful technical hints are scattered 
through the commentary, particularly in the chapter on colour. Also very welcome 
are the exposure details with each of the photographs. Mr. Cash acknowledges that the 
Leica is not the only camera capable of producing the wide range of photographs here 
included, but he points out that only the precision miniature has such versatility. He is 
also careful to remind the reader that it is the photographer and not the camera that 
makes the picture.

Part 2 
discusses what is needed to make a successful photographer in this field. Part 3 deals 
with photographic equipment and practical considerations. The magnificent plates are 
accompanied by notes giving brief historical details and describing how the photo- 
graphs were taken. The foreword by Nikolaus Pevsner dwells upon the aesthetic 
values of photography and what it means to be ‘an artist at the camera’ as Mr. Gerns- 
heim is. No one interested in photography of this kind, or for that matter photography 
at all, can fail to gain much valuable advice from this handsome volume.

MUSIC: A REPORT ON MUSICAL LIFE IN ENGLAND SPONSORED 
BY THE DARTINGTON HALL TRUSTEES. PE P (Political and Economic 
Planning), 15s. D8. 224 pages. Index. 

This is one of a series of reports made by the Arts Enquiry, a body set up to investigate 

current conditions in the social and economic aspects of the arts in Great Britain. The 

work has been done, under the general direction of groups of experts, by the Arts 

Administrator of Dartington Hall, Devonshire (an establishment for the furtherance of 

activities in rural reconstruction, education and the arts). The purpose of this publica- 

tion is to present a full survey of musical activities of all kinds. Research has been 
conducted for the most part by interviews and correspondence, and specialists in each 
field have been given the opportunity to comment upon the material as drafted. The 
report begins with a chapter on general matters, and then proceeds to examine in 
detail the making of music in various ways: orchestral music, opera, recitals and the 
activities of the amateur are dealt with, together with the training of the professional 
musician, contemporary scholarship and composition, and professional organizations. 

Statistical information is included, particularly with regard to finance. This is the most 

comprehensive study of the modern musical scene in England so far published, and it 

should do much to concentrate public attention on the many urgent problems that 

await a satisfactory solution. (780.942) 

PLAYING A CHURCH ORGAN. Marmaduke P. Conway. Latimer House, 
7s.6d.

The author of this guide for church organists was Choirmaster and Organist of Ely 

Cathedral. He gives a brief historical sketch of the instrument and devotes the rest of 

the book to practical questions of registration for choir accompaniment, solo work, the 

status of the church organist, his training and the qualities required for this work. 

There is a chapter on electronic organs by way of introduction to their possibilities for 

the future. The appendices give lists of musical items arranged according to their 

suitability at different times of the church year, with notes on their degree of difficulty 

and any special requirements needed. (783.1) 

The Theatre 

GAIETY: THEATRE OF ENCHANTMENT. W. Macqueen-Pope. W. H. 
Allen, 20s. D8. 498 pages. 86 illustrations. List of plays. Index. 

W. Macqueen-Pope has added a third volume to his series of theatre histories written 

in the last few years, the two earlier being Theatre Royal, Drury Lane and Haymarket: 

Theatre of Perfection. The present history covers the time between the opening of the 
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Gaiety in 1868 to its closing in 1938 and is as packed with incident, as full of atmosphere 
and anecdote as were its predecessors. The author has caught the very essence of an age 
when, year after year, the public flocked to the Gaiety to find all that was tuneful and 
colourful, gay and amusing. He recalls milestones in the theatre’s history, the innova- 
tion of electric light, the introduction of the matinée, a visit of the Comédie Frangaise 
with Sarah Bernhardt in the company, the first Ibsen play to be produced in the coun- 
try, Henry Irving, Gilbert and Sullivan, Forbes Robertson. But the theatre will live 
in memory because of the consummate skill of its first two managers, John Hollings- 
head and George Edwardes, the first in the realm of Variety and Burlesque, the second 
in Musical Comedy—and Gaiety Girls. In a postscript the author states that the theatre 
is to be reopened. (792.0942) 


OLD VIC SAGA. Harcourt Williams. Winchester Publications, 12s.6d. C4. 
240 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 123 illustrations. 2 appendices. Index. 
The history of the Old Vic theatre is ‘a story of heroic achievement, a marvellous 
adventure’. It was transformed, in the course of this century, from a respectable music- 
hall (plus coffee and buns) into the world-famous theatre of today. The author of this 
book, an eminent actor and producer (producer at the Old Vic, 1929-33) tells, largely 
from first-hand knowledge, how Emma Cons founded the Royal Victoria Coffee 
Music Hall in Waterloo Road, London, how her niece, Lilian Bay lis, took on the 
management and in due course made Shakespeare’s plays her repertory. Names such 
as William Poel, Sir Philip Ben Greet, Robert Atkins, Edward Gordon Craig, Sybil 
and Russell Thorndike, Edith Evans, John Gielgud, are memorable among those of 
many whose services contributed to the Old Vic's present stature. The two appendices 
list plays, producers, and players from 1914 until 1949. The Old Vic Theatre Company 
is at present situated at the New Theatre, London, whilst the Old Vic Theatre is 
being restored after bomb damage suffered during the war. (792.0942)

operA. Edward J. Dent. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 220 pages. 16 illustrations 
by Kay Ambrose. Bibliography. Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 

An introductory historical and non-technical survey of opera in Europe. First pub- 

lished in 1940, the fifth edition has been revised for this series and contains additional 

material on the Sadler’s Wells Company, and others. Professor Dent has been particu- 

larly associated with opera in Britain and is the author of The Foundations of English 


Opera, a standard book on the subject. The illustrations are from notable opera 
productions. (792.4) 


Ballet 


SOUVENIRS DE BALLET. No. 1. 1949. A book for lovers of ballet to be 
published annually. Edited by Duncan Melvin, assisted by Peter Williams. 
Mayfair Publications, 15s. C4. 96 pages of text and photographs. 

The first issue of this annual scrapbook contains many photographs by the editor and 

others and eighteen short articles, chiefly on English and French dancers and com- 

panies but including an interesting group on aspects of ballet design. There are also 
chronological lists of the works of Frederick Ashton and of the repertoire of the Ballet 

Rambert. The text is printed with many inaccuracies. The editor is a professional 

photographer who has also worked as a sculptor and in films. His assistant is a dress and 

stage designer and journalist, Assistant Editor of the magazine Ballet and Opcra. (792.8)

CONCERNING CRICKET. Studies of the Play and Players. John Arlott. 
Longmans, Green, 8s.6d. L.Post 8. 164 pages. Bibliography. 

A selection of the cricket essays of a well-known poet and radio commentator, who is 

one of the most delightful writers on the game at the present time. In these essays he is 

concerned, as always, more with the quality of a player’s game than with scores 


and statistics. Different aspects of cricket are dealt with, including an examination of § 


professionalism, county traditions, league cricket and some excursions into the early 


history of the game. The book concludes with a reproduction of a radio feature, § 


written by the author at the request of the British Broadcasting Corporation, on the 


Centenary of the birth of Dr. W. G. Grace, generally acknowledged as the greatest | 


cricketer who has ever lived. (796.358) 


CRICKET. Neville Cardus. With an Introduction by Sir John Squire. 
Longmans, Green, 5s. C8. 192 pages. (Clifford Library) 

A reprint of a famous classic on the game, first published in the English Heritage series 

in 1930. It contains something of the history of the game and much technical criticism, 

with anecdotes and sketches of personalities, by a writer in love with the beauty and 

sentiment of cricket, which, above all British games, is so closely associated with 

English green fields and changing English skies. (796.358) 


THE EARLY ALPINE GUIDES. Ronald Clark. Introduction by Lord 
Schuster. Phoenix House, 15s. D8. 208 pages. 27 illustrations. 4 maps. 
Bibliography. Appendices. Index. 

A popular account of the pioneer guides of the golden age of mountaineering, those 

heroic men who, in the middle of the nineteenth century, made Alpine climbing 

history with the great amateur climbers such as Whymper, Mummery, Moore, Wills 
and many others. This fascinating and exciting story of mountaineering is very well 
documented and the appendices include biographical notes on amateur climbers and 

a table of the principal ascents made between 1842 and 1896. The illustrations include 

portrait photographs by Captain Abney, afterwards Sir William de Wyveleslie Abney, 

and engravings by Edward Whymper. (796.52) 


TWO MOUNTAINS AND A RIVER. H. W. Tilman. Cambridge University 
Press, 21s. D8. 245 pages. 83 photographs. 6 maps. Index. 
The author of this book has a high reputation as a mountaineer, traveller and writer, 
and was responsible for the official account of the Mount Everest climb of 1938. In 
this work he describes, with vividness and dry humour, private attempts, in 1947, on 
Rakaposhi peak in the Himalayas and Muztagh Ata (The Father of Ice Mountains) in 
Chinese Turkestan. Both mountains beat him and his companions, but the account of 
the attempts, the record of the travels in Central Asia and along the River Oxus, and 
the return journey through Afghanistan, where he was arrested as a spy, are enthralling. 
This is a notable addition to the literature of mountaineering. (796.52) 


MOUNTAINS IN CoLouR. Frank S. Smythe. Max Parrish, 25s. D4. 
155 pages. $7 coloured plates. 

The author of this very delightful book is one of the most experienced mountain 

climbers of the present time, as well as a prolific and entertaining writer on moun- 

taineering and a skilful photographer. The book is in four parts, devoted to the four 

great mountain regions, the Himalayas, North America, Switzerland and Great 
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Britain. To the descriptions of the famous peaks and ranges are added stories connected 
with the history of climbing. The illustrations are entirely the author’s own colour 
photographs and their beauty is outstanding. (796.52) 


DOWN CHANNEL. R. T. McMullen. With an Introduction by Dixon 
Kemp and a Biographical Foreword by Arthur Ransome. 3rd edition. 
Hart-Davis, 9s.6d. C8. 328 pages. 8 illustrations. 11 plans and charts. 
2 endpaper maps. (The Mariners Library) 

This book is the combined log and diary of a nineteenth-century pioneer of small-boat 

sailing. McMullen undertook no long ocean voyages and most of his sailing was done 

in the English Channel. His first passage was from London to Gravesend and back, 
with a waterman in charge, and this was the only apprenticeship he served. After that 
he learned to sail by experience, which began in 1850 when his story opens. The book 
is full of sound practical advice and his log-keeping would serve as a model for all 
amateur seamen. McMullen died at sea in 1891 when he was sailing his six-ton lugger 
across the Channel alone; the small craft then sailed itself to the French coast.

THE YOUNG ANGLER. John Steele Allan. Foreword by the Hon. Lord 
Blades. Ed. J. Burrow (Cheltenham), 10s.6d. D8. 52 pages. 11 coloured 
illustrations and two etchings by Jackson Simpson. 


This is a delightful introduction to the various forms of angling and, although the 
author’s preference is for fly-fishing, he does not ignore the pleasure and the skill 
required in bait-fishing with worm or minnow. In common with many other writers 
on angling, from Izaak Walton onwards, the author shows a deep love of nature, and 
therefore, while much sound advice and practical hints are given to the young angler, 
this is not an instruction book in the ordinary sense of the term. The beautiful illustra- 
tions of river scenery also make this no ‘ordinary’ book on angling. (799.12)

INCLINATIONS. STUDIES IN THREE LITERATURES. Edward Sackville- 
West. Secker & Warburg, 12s.6d. D8. 246 pages. 
These essays are literary criticism of a high order and reveal a wide range of culture. 
The literatures of England, France and Germany, are shown in true perspective by 
constant analogy with other arts, and the conflicts inherent in human nature and 
society are analysed as subtly as the writing in which they are reflected. The emphasis 
is mainly on the nineteenth-century novel, exceptions being André Malraux, Francois 
Mauriac, Ivy Compton-Burnett and Elizabeth Bowen. Other essays discuss the inti- 
mate journal, the personalities of Shelley, Eugéne Delacroix and Henry James, the 
work of Rainer Maria Rilke, The Witch of Edmonton, and The Legacy of Germany.

THE HEIRESS. Ruth and Augustus Goetz. Foreword by Sir Ralph Richard- 
son. Reinhardt & Evans, 7s.6d. D8. 120 pages. 8 plates. 


The text of this play, which has had a great success in London, is based on the novel 
Washington Square by Henry James. Set in the wealthy home of a successful New York 
doctor a century ago, the play is a delicate and poignant study of a girl, shy, gauche, 
acutely sensitive of her father’s contempt for her, who is wooed by a handsome

adventurer. He jilts her when he learns that she will be disinherited on her marriage 
to him. Slow, with very little action, the play develops dramatic tension by the cumu. 
lative building up of character. In his foreword Sir Ralph Richardson, w ho plays the 
doctor in the London production, tells how Henry James drew the idea for his novd 
from a true story told him by the English actress Fanny Kemble. (812.5 


Canadian Literature 
THE ROCKING CHAIR AND OTHER POEMS. A. M. Klein. Ryerson Pres 
(Toronto, Canada), $2.25. C8. 56 pages. 4 plates. 

Living in the bilingual city of Montreal, A. M. Klein is possessed of a rich and com. 
plicated heritage, French, English, Jewish. His earlier work—Hath Not a Jew, Th 
Hitleriad, and Poems, 1944—has already established his individuality and force as a poet, 
and his recent critical and interpretative essays on James Joyce’s Ulysses have received 
international recognition. In his present volume, which won the 1948 Governor 
General’s Award, Klein has made some exciting and successful experiments in tech 
nique and pattern. His theme is contemporary and French-Canadian, although the 
most serious poem, Portrait of the Poet as Landscape, belongs in a wider tradition 
Klein’s distinction lies in his ability to combine energy and delight in minutiae with 
unusual clarity and breadth of vision. A group of the poems now included in The 
Rocking Chair were published in the Chicago monthly periodical Poetry, and were 
awarded the Edward Bland Memorial Fellowship prize. (819.1

THE LAST ROMANTICS. Graham Hough. Duckworth, 15s. D8. 303 pages. 
Notes. Index. 


Beginning with a prolonged study of the poems of Yeats in a Japanese prison camp 
during the Second World War, Mr. Hough has now traced back the genesis of Yeats 
ideas to Pater, the Pre- -Raphaclites and‘ the dense jungle of Ruskin’s works’. His purpose 
is to show the relevance of this movement of thought and fecling for a renewed 
romantic revival in our own day. ‘For I believe,’ he writes, ‘it is time we thought 
again about a good deal of nineteenth-century writing, and that in doing so, we shall 
have to modify some of the critical canons of the last thirty years.’ Part of this modifica- 
tion Mr. Hough has effected by this book, which is altogether remarkable for the care 
he has expended on his subjects and for the general level of its vigorous and decisive 


criticism. He describes the later nineteenth century in England as a time of ‘an im- | 


mense number of explorations, many false starts and many blind alleys, and not a few 
personal tragedies, all directed to finding some sort of accommodation between art 
and a bourgeois industrial society’. Mr. Hough is strongly prejudiced against Swin- 
burne and “the emetic posturing of Wilde’, and perhaps the most interesting chapter 
in his book is the reassessment of William Morris as a key figure of the period.

GREAT POEMS from Shakespeare to Manley Hopkins. Edited by John 
Hampden. Pan Books, 2s. in the United Kingdom; 1s.6d. elsewhere. sC%. 
237 pages. Appendix. Index of titles, first lines and famous passages. 
The purpose of this admirable little anthology, compiled specially for Pan Books and 
now published for the first time, is to bring together in convenient form some of the 
generally acknowledged masterpieces of English poetry. Nearly 100 poems are in- 
cluded, the work of thirty poets covering 300 years. Apart from a few left unfinished 
by their authors, only complete poems are given, ranging in length from Shakespeare's 
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short and — ss songs to long poems such as Milton’s Lycidas, Gray’s Elegy,

A comprehensive anthology of English poetry from the fourteenth century to the 

present day which should serve as a useful introduction for the beginner in the study of 

this subject. An unusual feature is the inclusion of a fair share of twentieth-century 

verse. The editor provides short introductions to each section devoted to the various 

poetic forms. (821.08) 


THE POETICAL WORKS OF WILLIAM WORDSWORTH. VOL. V. 
‘THE EXCURSION AND ‘THE RECLUSE’, Part I, Book I. Edited from 
the manuscripts, with textual and critical notes by E. de Selincourt and 
Helen Darbishire. Oxford University Press, 30s. D8. 506 pages. 

The fifth and final volume of Professor de Selincourt’s and Miss Darbishire’s definitive 

edition of Wordsworth, which makes available everything that Wordsworth wrote 

in verse, including early drafts and discarded fragments. This great edition represents 
nearly a quarter of a century of devoted scholarship. Apart from ‘The Excursion’ 
and ‘The Recluse’, the present volume contains some early passages of blank verse 
written when Wordsworth was contemplating “The Recluse’, and ‘The Tuft of 

Primroses’ from which some lines were lifted into ‘The Excursion’. The notes give 

some other passages written for “The Excursion’ but subsequently discarded. The 

early passages of blank verse are particularly interesting as coming from a notebook 
containing the first extant MS. of ‘Christabel’ and evidently in use at Alfoxden from 
early in 1798. They show Wordsworth’s two characteristic processes: exact observa- 


tion and philosophic generalization. (821.71) 


BYRON. Selections from Poetry, Letters, and Journals. Edited by Peter 
Quennell. Nonesuch Press, 21s. 7} x 43 inches. 893 pages. Notes. Biographi- 
cal Index. Index of First Lines to Shorter Poems. (The Nonesuch Library) 

Mr. Quennell’s aim, in making his selection, has been ‘to produce a readable Byron’, 

for in his view at least three-quarters of Byron’s verse is, “from the modern point of 

view, quite remarkably bad’. He has, therefore, excluded the poetic dramas, the long 

Eastern Tales, except for a brief and famous extract from The Bride of Abydos, and 

has ruthlessly cut down the fourth Canto of Childe Harold. What remains is the satirical 

poems, English Bards and Scots Reviewers, The Vision of Judgement, fifteen lyrics, a great 
deal of Don Juan, and over three hundred pages of letters and journals. Byron’s own 
prefaces and notes have also been omitted. The result is a very one-sided and personal 
view of the poet and the side which is now emphasized, that of the satirist, is not that 
which most impressed his own age. The production is all that one expects from the 
high standards hitherto set by the Nonesuch Press. (821.76) 
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CONTEMPORARY VERSE. An Anthology selected by M. Evans and K. C 
Lawson. Longmans, Green, 5s. sC8. 95 pages. (Clifford Library) 
The compilers’ chief aim is to induce the timid or the reluctant reader to appreciate the 
temper and the aims of the poetry of his own times. This small volume contains 
fifty-six poems by twenty-eight poets who are interpreting the world of today in an 
idiom that is, in the best sense, contemporary (T. S. Eliot, Edwin Muir, W. H. Auden, 
Louis MacNeice, Stephen Spender, C. Day Lewis, Dylan Thomas are among them). 
The poems are grouped roughly under subject—people, places, war, nature, birds and 
animals, religious poems; they are all worth reading, but, as the compilers have advisedly 
chosen examples of a fairly simple nature, they are not necessarily typical of the 
author’s work. (821.91) 


THE OLD KNIGHT. A Poem-Sequence for the Present Times. Herbert 
Palmer. Dent, 7s.6d. D8. 61 pages. 
Herbert Palmer is one of the most individual poets now writing in English, for he is 
quite outside contemporary poetic fashions and preoccupations. In the dedication to 
his latest volume he states a belief that is exemplified in his own work: namely, that 
poetry is written for the voice and ear more than for the eye, that at its best it is 
“simple, sensuous and impassioned’, and that it is ‘a breath of the emotions and a wind 
of the spirit rather than an expression of the intellect or aesthetic sensibility’. Because of 
his unfashionable beliefs Mr. Palmer sees himself, and indeed appears, as a lone wolf, 
kin to Villon, Heine, Walter Savage Landor and William Blake. As well as his own 
strange, wild, visionary poems there are translations of Villon, Heine, Eduard Mirike 
and Stefan George. (821.91)

BEAUMONT AND FLETCHER. Vol. I. Edited with Introduction and Notes 
by J. St. Loe Strachey. Reprint. Benn, 8s.6d. sC8. $11 pages. (The Mermaid 
Series) 
This reprint of the works of Francis Beaumont (1584-1616) and John Fletcher 
(1579-1625), from the original texts, contains: The Maid’s Tragedy, Philaster, * 
Wild-Goose Chase, Thierry and Theodoret, and The Knight of the Burning Pestle. * 
is they’, writes the late St. Loe Strachey in his introductory essay on the ela 
of these two dramatists, ‘who know best how to tell the splendour, the miseries, 
the vices, and the follies of princes, the meanness and degradation of courts and cour- 
tiers, the strange vicissitudes of fortune that men must endure who would wait on 
kings’ favours . . . Yet it is not only the dalliance of silk-clad courtiers and bejewelled 
dames that they reflect. They show us too the pathos of such lives. How the princess 
may love as simply, as honestly, and with as much devotion as the milkmaid.’ The 
Knigl thet of the Burnin ¢ Pestle is, however, a citizen’s play and a satire on chivalry inspired 
by Cervantes’s Don Quixote. (822.35) 


JOHN DRYDEN. Vol. I. Edited, with Introduction and Notes, by George 
Saintsbury. Benn, 8s.6d. sC8. 443 pages. (The Mermaid Series) 
This volume contains the tragedies of Almanzor and Almahide, or The Conquest of 
Granada, Parts I and II, and Aureng-Zebe, also the comedy Marriage a la Mode, in theit 
original texts with Dryden’s (1631-1700) prefaces. The comedy is modelled upon 
those of Moliére and the lyrics are taken partly from contemporary French song-books. 
The tragedies conform to that species of heroic tragedy initiated by Corneille and 
Racine. Both were written to suit the taste of the court of Charles II at a time when the 
prestige of French culture was at its height in England. (822.4) 
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PLAY PARADE. Vol. I. Noel Coward. Reprint. Heinemann, 12s.6d. IC8. 
639 pages. 
In a witty introduction Noel Coward explains that he chose The Vortex, Hay Fever, 
Bitter Sweet, Private Lives, Post Mortem, Cavalcade, and Design for Living (comprising 
this volume) as the most representative of his works. Canvases big and small are here 
in tragedy, comedy, musical play and pageant, slick sophisticated wit, sentiment, and a 
spilling of hot steam in Post Mortem, a piece “written primarily as a gesture to myself’. 
Noe! Coward, actor-playwright, has successfully, from the 1920s to the present day, 
caught the public mood. The introduction not only gives an accurate and witty 
summing-up of the merits and failings of the plays, but is itself valuable as a lesson in 
playwriting. Coward's other plays will appear in later volumes. (822.91) 


THE PLAYS OF J. B. PRIESTLEY. Vol. II. Heinemann, 16s. D8. 516 pages. 
(Uniform Edition) 
The second volume in the uniform edition of Priestley’s plays comprises seven 
comedies, described by the author variously as immoral, topical, Yorkshire farcical, 
farcical tragedy and discursive entertainment. The two that have been most successful 
on the London stage have been Laburnum Grove and When We are Married, probably 
because these two plays most closely match his own definition of what is ‘peculiarly 
suitable to the English temperament’. In the introduction to this volume he states 
‘My own choice is Broad Comedy, which is stronger in situation and richer in its 
characterization than Light Comedy, and more frankly farcical and less austerely in- 
tellectual in its approac +h than Hig th Come dy’. The introduction also includes a short 
description of each play and of its life in the the atre. The collection is representative of 
the author’s vigorous versatility. The plays included are: Laburnum Grove; Bees on the 
Boat Deck; When We are Married; Goodnight, Children; The Golden Fleece; How Are 
They at Home?; and Ever Since Paradise, and all save the last have been published 
before.

English Essays 
SELECTED ESSAYS OF G. K. CHESTERTON. Chosen by Dorothy Collins. 
Introduction by E. C. Bentley. Methuen, 10s.6d. C8. 324 pages. 
Many collections of Chesterton’s essays have been published, and Miss Collins, who 
worked as Chesterton’s secretary for many years, has aimed in this volume at pro- 
ducing a sort of quintessence of his work as an essayist. Chesterton was one of the most 
powerful critical minds and most lovable personalities of his age and insisted all his life 
on being regarded as a journalist. The essays collected here range in subject from ‘On 
Gargoyles’ to “On Algernon Charles Swinburne’, and in date from 1908 to 1936, the 
year in which the writer died. Indeed, there was no subject, as Mr. E. C. Bentley, 
Chesterton’s friend from boyhood, writes in his introduction, ‘on which he could not 
have found something original, and if possible challenging, to say, from the funda- 
mental basis of morals to the proper way of eating cheese . . . No other writer who 
ever lived could have produced “W hat 1 Found in My Pockets” —that unknown 
treasury explored by G. K. C. for the first time when he had nothing to read on a dull 
railway-journey..” (824.91) 
TOKEFIELD PAPERS OLD AND NEW. Frank Swinnerton. New and 
enlarged edition. Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d. 1C8. 231 pages. 
Mr. Swinnerton has the leisurely gait, the easy elegance of the personal essayist, quali- 
ties which are becoming rare in an age of militant ‘ideologies’ and emotional dog- 
matism. His speculations about himself, written at the age of sixty-five, are both 
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modest and courageous; he is generous and perceptive when he writes about his 
friends H. G. Wells and Arnold Bennett. Many of the essays are personal confessions, 
others deal with a variety of subjects from Christmas presents and life at forty, to the 
romance of travelling and the evolution of the heroine. (824.91) 
CLIO, A MUSE and Other Essays. George Macaulay Trevelyan. Reprint of 
2nd edition. Longmans, Green, 10s.6d. 1C8. 208 pages. 
Clio, A Muse, a volume of miscellaneous essays by Dr. Trevelyan, Master of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and Britain’s best known living historian, was first published in 
1913 with considerable success. With some omissions and additions it appears in it 
present form, representative of the author’s occasional writing. Three essays, including 
the title essay, deal with the educative value of history and the need for widening its 
appeal by improving its literary presentation. There is a great essay on Walking, and 
another combining walking with historical insight into the Scottish Border historical- 
geography and the Border Ballads. The essay on John Woolman, the Quaker, deak 
with the anti-slavery movement, and the Pilgrim’s Progress is examined both as litera- 
ture and history. The English Romantic movement is set in its historical background 
and the historical importance of the influence of poets is discussed. The author’s interest 
in Italy, as seen in his other books, here appears in his treatment of the relations between 
Britain and Italy about 1860. Three imaginative essays deal with the possible results of a 
Napoleonic victory at Waterloo, the reception of the news of the battle of Ramillies, 
and an antidote for an indifferent classical education. There could be no better incen- 
tive than this book to the kind of historical study that the author advocates. (824.91

Most of the other small-boat voyagers sailed their long passages westward with the 
sun, taking advantage of the warm trade winds that carried them across the wide 
stretch of the Pacific, with the convenient stepping-stones of the South Sea Islands. 
Conor O Brien chose to sail round the world in the opposite direction, and he tells 
the story of the voyage in this book. With a crew of two hands, he left Dublin in the 
20-ton ‘Saoirse’ on 20 June 1923 and sailed in again two years later to the day, but 
with a different crew. During the whole passage his only calls were Madeira, the Cape 
Verde Islands, Pernambuco, C: ape Town, Durban, Melbourne, New Zealand, the 
Falkland Islands (after rounding ¢ -ape Horn), Pernambuco again, Fayal, and so home 
to his port of departure. Mr. O Brien’s plain seamanlike account is modestly written, 
but anyone who knows anything of the sea will realize the good seamanship, vigilance 
and endurance demanded by such a voyage. (910.4) 


THE WESTERN ISLES. Alasdair Alpin MacGregor. Hale, 15s. D8. 378 pages.

The Western Isles, with which this book deals in great detail, are the Outer Hebrides, 

which stretch for 130 miles in a chain-like formation, at a distance from the north-west 

coast of Scotland varying from thirty to fifty-four miles. The author, who writes with 
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intimate knowledge, enthusiasm and, at times, with stark realism, calls attention to the 
economic problems of these islands as they are affected by communications, the amount 
of arable land, the many precarious industries, the rigours of the climate and the 
changing conditions of the times with which the islanders have to keep pace. In 
addition he gives much information about the early history of the islands and has 
many extraordinary stories about their customs, folklore and traditions. The islands 
are shown, too, as the rich hunting ground for the naturalist and the archaeologist, 
and the author’s descriptions and his own photographs, which illustrate the work, show 
what the islands have to offer the tourist. The author turns another side to the picture 
when he is concerned with the islanders’ social habits and the complex economic and 
social tangle awaiting solution, which the islands have long presented to successive 
governments. The varied and vividly recorded topics in this book should recommend 
it to a wide range of readers. (914.117)

Written by one of the outstanding modern explorers of Russian Central Asia, this 

fascinating book tells of the author’s travels in that little known part of the world. His 

journeys were made chiefly with a view to studying, and obtaining specimens of the 
wild animals and birds of the vast areas in which he roamed, but, at the same time, the 
book contains much matter descriptive of the country itself, its cities, rivers and moun- 
tains. These include such remote and almost legendary places as Bukhara and Samar- 
kand, Tashkent and the Oxus river. Many of the places he visited have been described, 
even seen, by no other Englishman, and they are now even more inaccessible than 
they were some years ago, when his journeys were made. In describing them, too, 
the author is always conscious of the historical background, in a way which makes 
this far more than a book of travel or of natural history alone. The photographs and 
colour plates do much to complete the impression of this strange country, while the 
appendices deal with the more technical aspects of his natural history work.

LETTERS OF THE PRINCESS CHARLOTTE, 1811-1817. Edited by 
A. Aspinall. Home & Van Thal, 42s. Imp.8. 278 pages. 41 plates. Index. 

This is a collection of hitherto unpublished letters of Princess Charlotte (1796-1817) 
the daughter of George IV. They were written between 1811 and 1817 mainly to 
Miss Mercer Ephlinstone whose mental gifts and strong personality made her an ideal 
confidante for the affectionate and somewhat impulsive and romantic young 
princess. The main episodes revealed in the letters are those of the early tutelage of the 
princess, and her long periods of seclusion from court life; her final rebellion against 
her father’s arrangement for her marriage to the Hereditary Prince of Orange; finally

her attraction to Leopold of Saxe-Coburg and the removal of her father’s opposition 
to her marriage to this prince, who became King of the Belgians in 1830. In spite of the 
writer's years of enforced restrictions, the letters by no means reveal an imprisoned 
heroine, but a woman of liv ely intelligence who has very set opinions of men and 
matters. The crowded Regency scene emerges from the letters in many aspects. The 
introduction by the editor gives the background of the letters, and apt foomotes 
identify the people mentioned. The excellent illustrations from contemporary pictures 
are in keeping with a book that the historian and the general reader alike will welcome.

G. Mathew, O.P., Hilaire 
Belloc and G. K. Chesterton, illustrate the richness of Catholic sanctity and, as the title 
of the work indicates, the note of joy which underlies these figures drawn from many 
lands and many centuries, almost all of whom were called to endure more than 
common suffering.

THOMAS BECKET. Robert Speaight. 2nd edition. Longmans, Green, 15s. 
D8. 235 pages. 2 plates. Genealogical table. Bibliography. 
The second edition of a biography of distinction first published in 1938. The author 
writes: “While I was playing the part of Becket in T. S. Eliot’s play, Murder in the 
Cathedral, 1 became interested in the historical background of what I was interpreting 
on the stage. This book was the result of my enquiries.’ It is a sympathetic account of 
the career that made St. Thomas of Canterbury (1117-70) the most popular saint of the 
Middle Ages. The author is outstandingly fair to King Henry II and Becket’s oppo- 
nents, and the tragic conflict between Becket and Henry is told convincingly and 
vividly. The book is written with discernment as a life not only of a great ecclesiastic 
who influenced the course of English history but also of a Saint whose sanctity is 
beyond question. It is intended for the general reader and is most readable, but the 
narrative is based on the contemporary ‘Lives’ and is set in the historical context with 
accuracy. (922.2242) 


COSMO GORDON LANG. J. G. Lockhart. Hodder & Stoughton, 25s. D8. 
492 pages. 17 plates. Index. 
A biography of the Archbishop of Canterbury, Cosmo Gordon Lang (1864-1945). He 
was the son of a Presbyterian minister. He rose, by winning scholarships, to be Fellow 
of All Souls College, Oxford, and was about to be called to the Bar when he gave up 
everything to become a priest and started as a humble curate in the slums of Leeds. At 
the age of forty-four, when Suffragan Bishop of Stepney, he was suddenly translated 
to the Archbishopric of York and thence to the Primacy in 1928. Mr. Lockhart’s 
biography is comprehensive. There are interesting descriptions of Lang’s administra- 
tion, of his service to the cause of Christian reunion, and of the various crises and 
important events in Church and State in his time, including the rejection of the 
Revised Prayer Book and the Abdication and Coronation. Lang had his faults. This 
model biography is frank enough not to attempt to hide them. “He was a strangely 
unintegrated person, a jangle of warring personalities which never reached a working 
agreement amongst themselves.’ The book is most fascinating where it fastens the 
reader’s attention upon the spiritual interest of the author’s subject in a fine analysis of 
the enigmatical character of a great man who was himself persuaded that he was a 
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very great failure, concealing from the world agonies of contrition. Lang jotted down 
at odd moments notes about his life, particularly of episodes known only to himself. 
These notes, together with notebooks written in regular periods of meditation, have 
been used in the narrative so that the Archbishop speaks largely for himself. The bio- 
graphy is written with consummate skill and an admirable sense of proportion.

As a record of the pioneering way of life in the Swan River Colony and as a church 
history Wollaston’s work is of admittedly high value, deserving, even if its style is 
ponderous, of a more worthy format than it is here accorded. (922.394)

are necessarily brief, as four of them are still living. Each sketch is accompanied by a 

portrait.

Margaret Cole, wife of Professor G. D. H. Cole, is the author of Beatrice Webb and 
Makers of the Labour Movement, as well as a prominent member of the Labour Party and 
the Fabian Society. Her autobiography covers the period of the two world wars. It 
is of great interest not only from the political point of view but also as a study of 
society. Her account of school and university life and of her contacts with well-known 
personalities, including Bernard Shaw, G. K. Chesterton, Gilbert Murray and the 
Webbs, make fascinating reading. (923.242)

The author of this authoritative biography of the present Chancellor of the Exchequer 
is an American writer who has written extensively on British subjects. He has had 
access to all family papers and reveals the liberal, religious family background which 
has influenced so greatly the life of Sir Stafford, son of Lord Parmoor and nephew 
of Beatrice Webb. Sir Stafford has been scientist, legal advocate, ambassador, political 
economist and a leading lay churchman. This biography tells of his fight for his ideas 
while in a small minority, of his expulsion from the Labour Party, of his efforts for a 
Russian alliance, of his missions to India, China, Russia and America. It analyses his 
work as Ambassador in Moscow, as Minister for Aircraft Production and as Britain’s 
economic controller. His remarkable career, with its seeming eclipses followed by 
surprising and overwhelming come-backs, is traced with great care, with a full 
description of contemporary national and foreign affairs, and with a rather engaging 
naivety.

ACCOUNT SETTLED. Dr. Hjalmar Schacht. Translated from the German 
by Edward Fitzgerald.

Originally published in 1948 as Abrechnung mit Hitler, this personal testament by 
the former President of the Reichsbank is of value to historians and all who may 
be interested in how the one-time member of Hitler’s government, minister of 
economics during the vital years of German rcarmament, is concerned with pre- 
senting his case today at a time of his re-emergence on the national scene. The 
record is taken from 1923, when Dr. Schacht became currency controller, to his 
arrest in July 1944 for complicity in the abortive coup d'état, and chapters are 
devoted to a study of Hitler’s personality and influence, a commentary on the 
Nuremberg trial, an examination—through the eyes, it must be borne in mind, of 
a confirmed German nationalist—of the extent of internal opposition to the Nazi 
regime, and of the Hitlerian legacy of intellectual, moral and economic chaos, and 
the writer's personal views regarding the solution of the German problem. The 
book is a necessary acquisition for anyone aiming at complete documentation on 
twentieth-century Germany. (923.243) 


THE NOBLE DUKE OF YORK. The Military Life of Frederick, Duke of 
York and Albany. Alfred H. Burne. Staples Press, 25s. D8. 350 pages.

This study of the nominal Commander-in-Chief and active administrative head of the 

British Army from 1795 to 1809 and from 1811 to 1827 contains a large amount of 

new material from the Royal Archives at Windsor, which Colonel Burne was allowed 

to examine by special permission of the King. The book is based on original research 
of high military importance and goes far towards establishing the Duke as one of the 
foremost reformers of the Army. The author, who feels that history has been unfair 
to Frederick, quotes the contemporary authority for all his facts and then leaves them 
to speak for themselves. After a short but detailed account of York’s early training and 
of his famous duel with Lennox, the narrative deals exclusively with his command in 
the war against France during the years 1793 and 1894. This part occupies two-thirds 
of the book and is an excellent account of the tactics of the campaigns. The story 
concludes with a factual record of the much misquoted case of the Duke and Mrs. 
Clarke in the House of Commons, which leaves the verdict clearly in favour of the

Much has been written of that great legendary figure of the First World War, Lawrence 
of Arabia, but no really comprehensive picture of his life after the war has been pre- 
sented. On conclusion of the Peace treaties, Lawrence withdrew from public life and 
enlisted in the Royal Air Force under the assumed name of Shaw, and it is ef this period 
that Mrs. Sydney Smith gives a delightful and detailed account (her book was first 
published in 1940). “The Golden Reign’ was Lawrence’s own name for the happy 
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time he spent as an aircraftman at the R.A.F. Flying-Boat Station, Mount Batten, | 


under the command of the author’s husband, with whom he was also on terms of great 
friendship. The energies and varied talents of this remarkable man were allowed full 
play at Mount Batten, and many service improvements, especially in connection with 
power-boats, found their origin in his inventive capabilities. The book contains a 
sclection of Lawrence’s letters written during the period. In addition to showing that 
his service there was a time of complete contentment, they also contain details of some 
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of the mechanical trials carried out by him. (923.542) |

Eleanor Rathbone, who died in 1946, is generally remembered for her work in the 
campaign for family allowances, for which she expounded the case in her book The 
Disinherited Family. She was active also in many other branches of social work, British 
and international, including work in connection with child welfare, the reform of the 
divorce laws, women’s suffrage, domestic workers’ insurance, and the refugee problem. 
Mrs. Stocks, who is Principal of Westfield College, University of London, is the 
author of The Industrial State and other works.

THE SET OF THE SAILS. The Story of a Cape Horn Seaman. Alan Villiers. |

Alan Villiers was born in 1903 within sound of the wind through the riggings of the 9 


square-rigged ships lying in Melbourne harbour, and from his earliest youth he was 
determined to follow the sea in sail. He here tells the story of his twenty-five years in 
sailing-ships, whaling-ships, and Arab-dhows, and of how he achieved his childhood’s 
ambition to command a full-rigged ship. When he was fifteen he shipped as a cadet in 
a Tasman Sea barque engaged in the New Zealand timber trade and later moved to a 
thoroughbred clipper sailing in the same waters. To complete the qualifying deep-sea 
time for his second-mate’s ticket, he joined a big four-masted barque bound for 
Europe, but, to his disappointment, she rounded Good Hope instead of the Horn. He 
next shipped in another four-master from Scandinavia back to Australia, where he 
joined a whale factory-ship bound for the Antarctic. He then added service in ships of 
all rigs to his experience and rounded Cape Horn on several passages. Finally, he 
became owner and master of a small full-rigged ship which he sailed round the world, 
the last of its kind to make the voyage. This well-told and thrilling story of adventure 


in a sphere now virtually extinct is more than one seaman’s yarn; it is the swan-song §

The first biography of an astounding Portuguese merchant-adventurer, Mendes Pinto, 

who was unrivalled as a traveller in a century when the Portuguese led the world in 

exploration. He traded, travelled, and explored all over Asia from 1538 to 1557, was 
the first European to reach Japan, and became immensely wealthy. He began the 
conversion of the Japanese, after a meeting with St. Francis Xavier. On his return home 
he composed his Peregrination, a Portuguese classic, in which he related his travels, 
described the people he had met, discoursed with knowledge and wisdom upon the 

Portuguese Empire, and upon his own mental and spiritual adventures. Mr. Collis 

reconstructs his life from this autobiography, and adds a critical commentary based on 

recent scholarship, which has demonstrated that Mendes Pinto’s narrative is authentic

TOM CULLEN OF BALTIMORE. Judith Robinson. Oxford University Press

Exhaustive research and personal knowledge of its subject have resulted in this full- 
length biography of a distinguished Canadian head of the Department of Gynaecology 
in Johns Hopkins University, U.S.A., and teacher in its medical school from its 
inception. Conversations with Dr. Cullen, his friends and colleagues, free access to 
personal and professional correspondence round out the character of Cullen, the man, 
as well as Cullen, the doctor. His pioneer career in the field of gynaecology is discussed 
in detail, with many quotations from his own publications. The appendix lists his 
books, his short papers, collected into four volumes, and papers given at the Cullen 
Dinner, Seventicth Birthday, November 1949. (926.1)

RILKE: MAN AND poeET. A Biographical Study. Nora Wydenbruck.

Countess Wydenbruck’s book is the most balanced and carefully documented bio- 
graphy of Rainer Maria Rilke, the Austrian poet, that has so far appeared. She shows 
how the course of his life was almost entirely determined by his development as a 
poet—not vice versa, as is usually the case. He was, she says, ‘the most sensitive man of 
his century’. This made his relations with other people very difficult and caused him 
to protect himself from emotional entanglements. Yet, as Countess Wydenbruck 
points out, “he could not imitate the saint or the ascetic and turn away definitely from 
all things human, because in them he found the sustenance of his art’. The treatment is 
strictly chronological and the poet’s development is illustrated by many quotations 
from his letters, stories and poems. The account of Rilke’s marriage and friendships 
with other women, particularly with Lou Andreas-Salomé and with his patron the 
Princess Maria Thurn and Taxis, is both well-informed and sensible and should provide 
an antidote to other more exaggerated accounts. (928.31 )

This volume completes the official history of British military operations during the 
First World War, and it covers the whole of the land campaign in Italy. The manner 
of Italy’s entry into the war and the armistice proceedings form an instructive record, 
but the chief interest in the book is the very prominent part taken in the Battle of 
Caporetto by the Germans, and in the later fighting by the British and French con- 
tingents. After making small progress against the Austrians in the eleven battles of the 
Isonzo, in the twelfth (Caporetto) the Italians retired seventy miles in the face of the 
German-Austrian assault. In both the victory of Vittorio Veneto in the plains and of 
Asiago in the mountains the French and British formed the spearheads and broke the 
enemy front, making gaps by which the Italians could enter and initiate a pursuit. 
Brigadier-General Sir James Edmonds and Major-General Davies have made use of the 
Austrian and Italian official accounts, although the latter account goes only up to May

WINGS OF THE PHOENIX. The Official Story of the Air War in Burma. 
H.M. Stationery Office, ss. D8. 150 pages. 22 illustrations. 5 maps. 
This small book covers the full period of the campaign in Burma from December 
1941 to August 1945. Beginning with the defence of Burma, it goes on to describe the 
withdrawal behind the Indian frontier, the defence of India, the gradual build-up in 
men and materials, and finally the liberation of Burma. The air war by the British and 
American forces predominates as a subject but operations on land are included to 
complete the picture. The story tells of the overwhelming influence of air power, and 
among the outstanding achievements described are: ‘Operation Thursday’ in March 
1944, when 10,000 men, with their pack animals and equipment, were set down by 
gliders and Dakotas in the jungle far behind the Japanese lines; the move by air of the 
entire sth Indian Division, which was fighting in Arakan, to come into action three 
days later near Imphal—a move which by land would have taken a month; and the 
great southward drive for the liberation of Burma by the Fourteenth Army, supported 
and supplied entirely by air power. The symbol of the Air Command South East Asia 
was the wings of the phoenix; the phoenix itself was the badge of the whole Command.

DESTINY CAN WAIT. The Polish Air Force in the Second World War. 
Foreword by Viscount Portal. Heinemann, 25s. R8. 478 pages. 8 coloured 
plates. 108 photographs. 12 drawings. Index. 
This book is produced by an Editorial Committee and is based on combat reports, 
squadron diaries and other official records, supplemented by personal narratives. The 
Polish Air Force was the first of the Air Forces of the Allies to go into action against the 
Luftwaffe. The book tells of this first campaign, and of the evacuation of the Polish 
Air Force through the Balkans and France to the United Kingdom, where the fighter 
pilots arrived in time to take part in the Battle of Britain. The story continues with the 
reorganization of the Polish Air Force in Britain, its subsequent operations over Europe 
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and the Atlantic and in support of the tragic Warsaw Rising. It also tells of the part 
played by the Polish Air Intelligence in uncovering the German V-weapon threat to 
England. The final part of the book consists of selected treaties and agreements between 
the Governments of the United Kingdom and Poland. (940.544) 


MERCHANTMEN REARMED. Sir David W. Bone. Chatto & Windus, 21s. D8.

This is the personal record of Sir David Bone’s service with the Merchant Navy during 
the Second World War which he began with fifty years at sea behind him. It is a story 
of varied and hazardous experiences ranging from unescorted passages of the North 
Atlantic to troop-carrying round the Cape, and from the command of a landing ship 
in North Africa, Sicily, Anzio and St. Tropez to the convoying of Russian ex-prisoners 
to Odessa. The illustrations are by the author’s brother, Muirhead Bone, the well-known 
marine artist.

A HISTORY OF THE ENGLISH PEOPLE IN THE NINETEENTH

The second volume of this standard work, first published in French in 1923, deals with 
the years of Castlereagh and of Canning, the years of disillusionment after victory and 
of the decomposition of the Tory party. Fear of revolution, economic crisis and the 
movement for democratic reform finally bore fruit in the reforms of 1830, while the 
awakening of liberalism brought about Catholic Emancipation. This classic history is 
far too little known; it is unique in importance and in interest. The present edition is 
excellently produced.

CHANCERY LANE AND ITS MEMORIES. A. K. Bruce. Butterworth, §s.

An entertaining brochure on an historic street in the legal quarter of London which has 
been in existence since the twelfth century. It was first known as ‘Neustrate’, then as 
Chauncellors Lane and finally by its present name. This little book tells something of 
its historical association with the great ecclesiastical, judicial and literary figures of the 
past and of the famous institutions which had their homes there. One of the most 
famous, Lincoln’s Inn, flourishes today and some interesting facts concerning this Inn 
of Court are recalled.

FRANCE, 1814-1940. J. P. T. Bury. Methuen, 18s. D8. 360 pages. 7 maps.

The author is a Fellow of Corpus Christi College, Cambridge, and a University 
Lecturer in Modern History. The book gives a simple narrative of French history from 
the Restoration of the Bourbon monarchy to the coming to power of Pétain. It 
chronicles Kings, Presidents and Ministers with their legislative achievements and 
political affiliations in a clear and concise manner. There is not much economic or 
colonial history. Appendices of real value list the Presidents of the Third Republic and 
give the French texts of all the main Constitutions from 1814 to 1875. There is a good 
general bibliography and a short list of books at the end of each chapter. Although 
intended as a narrative survey for the general reader, its principal value may be as a 
sound single-volume text-book, presenting the student with a bold outline of its theme. 
It fills a long-felt gap and has no rival in English. (944)

and pen-pictures provided of Kenya settlers, sport, the National Park, and the wild 
Northern Frontier District with its troublesome Somali Youth League and difficult 
border with Abyssinia. The author considers that in East Africa we have the ‘last 
chance’ of working out a satisfactory modus vivendi for black and white in one country.

THE SUN HIMSELF MUST D1Ig. Kenneth Allsop. Latimer House, 7s.6d. 
sC8. 143 pages. Illustrations by ‘Fish-hawk’. 

This book contains four life-stories, three of them short, one longer, of wild creatures 

in Britain. A hobby hawk, carrion crow, stoat and kingfisher are the subjects of these 

biographies, which, though cast in the form of fiction, are none the less evidently the 

result of much keen and accurately recorded observation on the part of the author. 

That sentimental approach which spoils many such books is absent, and the stories, 


attractive in themselves, are enhanced by the many pictures they give of wild life in 
Britain. 
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THE ARROWS OF THE SUN. Ivor Bannet. Cresset Press, 10s.6d. C8. 
265 pages. Endpaper maps. 

In retelling the legends of Danaé and Perseus the author takes us back, through the 
account of one Andro, into a world of bright savagery ‘long before the Trojan War’. 
A large part of the book is concerned with the Amazons’ attempt to found a state in 
Europe and the reader is never quite certain whether he is reading merely a straight- 
forward tale of battle and adventure, with some mythology thrown in, or an attempt 
to rationalize that mythology, in the manner of Robert Graves, into an account of 
actual events. For all its pervasive sense of the physical beauty of the ancient world, the 
recital of violence, cruelty and plague becomes monotonous. The author provides 
Perseus with a human father, Andro, and brings Apollo to Danaé in a golden shower, 
instead of Zeus. 


ILLYRIAN SPRING. Ann Bridge. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 319 pages. 
Paper bound. 

Lady Kilmichael, the wife of a brilliant economist, having brought up her family 
decides to leave it and to devote the rest of her life to painting. She goes off to the 
Adriatic where she meets Nicholas, a young man who falls in love with her, and an 
elderly Viennese professor. The situation is then complicated by the arrival in Dalmatia 
of her husband and her daughter, Linnet. Linnet and Nicholas fall in love and Lady 
Kilmichael is reconciled to her husband. The book, with its bright competence, is 
written with a flat simplicity of manner that neatly disposes of each situation as it 
arises. On its first publication in 1935 its popularity started a vogue for travel in the 
Adriatic and Yugo-Slavia. 


MY FATE CRIES OUT. Sid Chaplin. Phoenix House, 8s.6d. C8. 180 pages. 


An historical romance in the manner of Robert Louis Stevenson set among the lead 
miners of eighteenth-century Durham. The hero is an uncommonly honest and naive 
youth who sets out to discover the sinister secret of his birth, and the tale of his search 
is bound up with the struggles of the miners and the farmers against the extortionate 
Bishop landlord. The author reveals an unusual and exciting gift for story-telling and 
his writing has much of the simplicity and vigour of the eighteenth century. 


THE NAPOLEON OF NOTTING HILL. G. K. Chesterton. John Lane The 
Bodley Head, 6s. C8. 200 pages. 

Chesterton’s uproarious fantasy has for its central theme the freeing of the imagination 
from the drab scientific utilitarianism of modern life. Auberon Quin, a civil servant 
with a peculiar sense of humour, becomes King of England. In order to restore their 
civic pride, though largely for a joke, he decrees that the various London boroughs 
shall become independent communities, each with its Royal Charter, city walls closely 
guarded and gates closed at sunset. Each borough is to be governed by a Lord High 
Provost and a Council dressed in medieval regalia designed by the King. Unfortunately 
the Lord High Provost of Notting Hill, an idealistic young man possessed with the 
single idea of his borough’s greatness, takes the King only too seriously and makes war 
upon his neighbouring boroughs, crying: ‘War for society. War for peace.’ He 
manages to establish a temporary empire of Notting Hill, producing an unparalleled 
confusion, until he is defeated by the combined forces of commercialism, common 
sense and civic order. For all its surface frivolity, Chesterton’s novel (first published 
in 1904) is an allegory embodying a profound Christian humanist philosophy. 
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FOR THE TERM OF HIS NATURAL LIFE. Marcus Clarke. Halleraf 
Publishing Co. (Melbourne, Australia), 12s.6d. D8. 432 pages. 


An Australian classic first published as a serial in 1870-2 and, as a book, in 1874. Many 
times reprinted since, the story tells of convict life in early Australia and is regarded, 
notwithstanding gruesome incident, as one of the highest accomplishments of 
Australian fiction. 


MARIAM. Ennio Flaiano. Translated from the Italian by Stuart Hood. 
John Lehmann, 9s.6d. C8. 271 pages. (The Modern European Library) 


A young Italian officer accidentally kills the Abyssinian girl with whom he is having, 
brief affair during Mussolini’s African campaign. Her death preys upon his mind and 
he is also haunted by the fear that he may have caught leprosy from her through; 
small wound in his hand. Afraid to consult the army doctor, his fear and guilt grow 
to the verge of madness, until he is suddenly and miraculously cured by another 
Abyssinian. Permanently altered by this experience, the young officer changes from: 
superficial, pleasure-seeking man to a wider and more responsible human being. The 
book is very well translated. It was first published in 1947 under the title Tempo di 
Uccidere. 


THE IMPOSSIBLE SHORE. Robert Kee. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 9s.6d. sCi. 
251 pages. 

An admirably written account, more reportage than novel, of the experiences of a young 
English Air Force officer in Germany during the Russian advance in the final stages 
of World War II. Johnny Clay is ‘liberated’ from the prison camp of Hugeldorf only 
to find himself in “a bigger, more hopeless prison’. The nightmare landscape through 
which he moves becomes also a nightmare of the mind, a sense of disillusioned hope- 
lessness which is only increased by contact with the Russians, who appear to him a 
beings influenced by quite different values from those that should be his own. Mr. 
Kee has written a dispassionate documentary which bears every mark of being con- 
pletely authentic.

Mrs. Gaskell, Charles Dickens, Anthony Trollope, Wilkie Collins, Bret Harte, 
Ambrose Bierce, R. L. Stevenson, Thomas Hardy, Henry Harland, Kenneth Grahame, 
and Henry James. He has chosen judiciously and the material is varied in genre. Mr. 


Jepson has covered the twentieth century less successfully. His selection from Rudyard | 


Kipling, Conan Doyle, R. B. Middleton, O. Henry, Harold Nicolson, Algernon 
Blackwood, Quiller Couch, A. E. Coppard, A. E. W. Mason, M. R. James, Stacy 
Aumonier, Ernest Bramah, G. K. Chesterton, contains some competent stories 
belonging to the earlier part of the century, most of them light in character. Each 
volume has an introduction, as well as notes on the authors and a glossary of um 
familiar terms. 
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A WIFE AT SEA. Georges Simenon. Translated from the French by 
Geoffrey Sainsbury. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 9s.6d. C8. 248 pages. 


The two stories in this book demonstrate once more M. Simenon’s talent for striking 
a violent life out of ordinary people. The title story, set on board a small ship in the 
northern seas, is about a skipper who has to contend not only with storm and foul 
weather outside his ship, but with the emotional storms of a jealous wife. ‘The 
Murderer’ is a study in the spiritual degeneration of a young doctor who has murdered 
his wife and her lover. 


THE FAR CRY. Emma Smith. MacGibbon & Kee, 9s.6d. |C8. 279 pages. 


Hearing that his ex-wife is about to return to England from America, Mr. Digby, a 
rather absurd and fussy schoolmaster in his sixties, jumps to the conclusion that she 
intends to deprive him of their fourteen-year-old daughter, Teresa. In panic, he sets 
off with Teresa for Assam, where his married daughter lives with her tea-planter 
husband. In Assam he dies, the grown-up daughter is killed and the child stays with 
her uncle. Around this slight framework the author has woven a story of intimate 
charm in which the lives of her characters are allowed to emerge gradually and subtly 
into a convincing reality. Emma Smith has worked as a script-writer for a film unit 
in India and her Indian scenes are well observed and authentic. 


THE LIFE AND OPINIONS OF TRISTRAM SHANDY. Laurence Sterne. 
Introduction by John Cowper Powys. Macdonald, 8s.6d. C8. 612 pages. 
Illustrations by Brian Robb. (Macdonald Illustrated Classics) 


First published in nine parts between 1759 and 1767, Tristram Shandy is a book which 
defies every rule of the novel, though it has as much claim to be ranked as a novel as 
Rabelais’s Gargantua and Pantagruel, of which it is a deliberate imitation. It is, as Mr. 
Powys says in his introduction, ‘the most extravagantly personal of all stories ever 
written. To equal its wilful subjectivity you would have to leave fiction altogether 
and turn to the world of essays. Even in that realm there are few writers whose manner 
and tone are quite as personal as Sterne’s.” Brian Robb’s drawings have admirably 
caught the erratic and most human quality of the book. 


STRAWBERRY ROAN. A. G. Street. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 199 pages. 
Paper bound. 


This sturdy novel of farming life in Wiltshire was first published in 1932 and it is now 
of some historical interest in giving an authentic account of the problems that faced 
the English rural community at that time. The author, himself a farmer, is concerned 
to stress the need for increasing dairy produce, and his long and detailed story centres 
round Strawberry Roan, a calf which has a succession of owners among the local 
farmers. Mr. Street introduces us to a large number of typical country folk—their 
love affairs and their labours are equally true to life. 


AUGUST FOLLY. Angela Thirkell. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 250 pages. 
Paper bound. 


This light, romantic story of upper middle-class life in an English village was first 
published in 1936. Its major theme is the production of Worsted’s annual play, in 
which young and old, the cultivated and the unlettered take part. Using a wide 
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canvas Mrs. Thirkell, who writes extremely well, has presented a host of pleasant and 
credible characters engaged in the normal activities of a rural community. Romance 
and comedy are urbanely combined by this well-known humorist. 


ON A DARK NIGHT. Anthony West. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 10s.6d. C8. 
324 pages. 

John Wallis, a lawyer, has committed suicide after taking part in the trial of war 
criminals. After death he finds himself linked in a ‘rehabilitation service’ with General 
von Kenelm, the man he had helped to condemn. During ‘rehabilitation’ on the 
spiritual plane both men are compelled to face the more reprehensible actions of their 
former lives when they had been free to choose either good or evil. They pass through 
a series of internment or pleasure camps where agents provocateurs attempt to lead them 
astray with offers of never-ending pleasure or of a comfortable ‘limited truth’. Wallis, 
whose story is told in the most detail, after a temporary return to the innocence of 
childhood, finally wins through to integrity, realizing the muddle he has made of his 
life. The title is taken from The Ascent of Mount Carmel by St. John of the Cross: “On 
a dark night . . . 1 went forth unobserved, my house being at last quiet.’ The lesson 
which the author seeks to convey is that hell is made up of human falsehoods and 
evasions; and that heaven may be gained by the acceptance of moral responsibility. 


A HOUSE OF POMEGRANATES. Together with The Happy Prince and 
Other Tales. Oscar Wilde. Unicorn Press, 8s.6d. C8. 302 pages. 
This collection of allegorical fairy tales reveals an aspect of Oscar Wilde which is 
usually overlooked by those who regard him merely as an irresponsible wit and poseur. 
Several of the parables, notably ‘The Young King’, ‘The Happy Prince’ and ‘The 
Birthday of the Infanta’ are, with all the delightful spontaneity of their invention, 
exposures of the evils of capitalist exploitation, monarchy and imperialism from the 
point of view of practical Christianity. ‘The Fisherman and his Soul’, another of the 
longer stories, is written round the theme of the actual parting of the two sides of a 
man’s nature under the stress of unfulfilled desire. Among the other tales included are: 
“The Star Child’, ‘The Selfish Giant’ and ‘The Remarkable Rocket’. 


SALAR THE SALMON. Henry Williamson. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 224 
pages. Paper bound. 

Henry Williamson’s intimate knowledge of river life and his attachment to the world 
of birds and animals gives remarkable vitality to this life story of a salmon (first 
published in 1935). It is a strange, primitive world engaged in an unending battle 
for survival that is revealed in the waters of this North Devon river, with its fish of 
all kinds, its animals and insects and their common enemy Man, the poacher and 
the salmon fisher. The story is told with an almost uncanny minuteness of observa- 
tion, sympathy and poetry. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE MASK OF DIMITRIOS. Eric Ambler. Pan Books, 2s. in the United 
Kingdom; 1s.6d. elsewhere. sC8. 256 pages. Paper bound. 


Charles Latimer, a detective story writer on holiday in Istanbul, sees the body of 
an unsavoury character, Dimitrios Makropoulos, and is sufficiently intrigued by 
what he learns of his history to probe deeper into it. His quest leads him to half 
a dozen cities from Sofia to Paris, and into strange encounters, the last of which 
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threatens his own life. Eric Ambler is an original writer and a master of suspense. 
He slowly increases the tension of the story until the reader is as anxious to solve 
the mystery of Dimitrios as Latimer himself. The book was first published in 1939. 


THERE S TROUBLE BREWING. Nicholas Blake. Pan Books, 2s. in the 

United Kingdom; 1s.6d. elsewhere. sC8. 216 pages. Paper bound. 
When an unpopular brewer disappears from a small country town and a body is 
later discovered in the brewery, a fantastic possibility occurs to amateur detective 
Nigel Strangeways which he painstakingly proves to be a fact. The detective stories 
of Nicholas Blake (the pseudonym of C. Day Lewis, distinguished poet and critic) 
have a high reputation, and this story (first published in 1937) is an excellent 
example of the author’s ingenuity and good style. 


THE KING AND THE CORPSE. Max Murray. Michael Joseph, 8s.6d. C8. 
224 pages. 

Anthony Tolworth, secretary to the exiled young King of Althenia, finds the body of 
Leonardo Manetti on the beach of a Riviera town off which the King’s yacht is lying. 
Anthony knew that both the King and Manetti’s secretary, Eve, had every reason to 
wish Manetti out of the way, and, because Anthony was fond of Eve and Eve was 
suspected, he took a hand in the case, manceuvring his way through a very delicate 
situation to the truth. An entertaining and sophisticated tale, agreeably garnished with 
likable characters and neatly pointed dialogue. 


TALES OF MYSTERY. Edgar Allan Poe. Pan Books, 2s. in the United 
Kingdom; 1s.6d. elsewhere. sC8. 223 pages. 


These nine stories are from the famous Tales of Mystery and Imagination, and include 
some of the best known. They exhibit Poe’s mastery of narrative and, in more or less 
degree, the power of his peculiar and macabre imagination. The Fall of the House of 
Usher, the most brilliant and important of all Poe’s stories is here; other stories are The 
Gold Bug, a tale of a search for buried treasure; The Cask of Amontillado, a drama of 
crazed and calculated revenge, The Pit and the Pendulum, describing the horror of a 
torture of the Inquisition; The Murders in the Rue Morgue and The Mystery of Marie 
Rogét, stories of detection of unusual crimes. William Wilson is a strange allegory of an 
evil man haunted by a Doppelginger, the image of his conscience; ‘ Thou art the Man’ 
is an ingenious story of the unmasking of a criminal and Eleanora, in contrast to the 
others, provides a poetic dream fantasia of romantic love. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

MCGOWAN GOES TO HENLEY. Allan Aldous. Oxford University Press, 6s. 

C8. 224 pages. 5 illustrations by Hailstone. 

A racy yarn for boys from thirteen years upwards which will especially appeal to those 
with an interest in sculling. The hero, McGowan, who is a ‘top-line sports journalist’ 
—and a good sportsman as well—suspects that a fellow member of a rowing club is by 
no means the decent chap he appears to be and, thereafter, the adventures of McGowan 
and his friends become increasingly hair-raising until he finally rounds up some very 


dangerous people. 
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TIM TO THE RESCUE. Edward Ardizzone. Oxford University Press, 83.64, 


1C4. 48 pages. Illustrations in colour and black and white by the author. 
Little Tim and Captain McFee and his crew will be familiar to young readers of 
Ardizzone’s picturesque and lively books which are brilliantly illustrated by the author 
in a very individual style. Here, Tim goes to sea as second ship’s boy, and his adven- 
tures on board are as funny and as exciting as any child from five to seven years old 
could wish for. The story, though swiftly moving and dramatic, is told in simple 
language, and the print is large and clear. 


DUSTY'S WINDMILL. Kitty Barne. Dent, 8s.6d. C8. 264 pages. Coloured 
frontispiece and 17 black-and-white illustrations by Marcia Lane Foster, 
This attractive and original book for children from eleven to fourteen years onwards 
combines a very exciting mystery story with a fascinating account of a Sussex wind- 
mill and of the family whose livelihood depends upon it. The ancient craft of wind- 
milling is fast dying out, but Dusty, the miller’s young grandson, is determined to 
carry on with this work. How the Farrar children and their friends are able to help him 
and prevent the mill passing into the hands of some incongruous and rather suspect 
people is skilfully related. Miss Barne has a nice sense of character, and she describes 
the countryside between Alfriston and the coast with both affection and felicity. 


THE RETURN OF LONG JOHN SILVER. Being a sequel to Treasure Island 
by Robert Louis Stevenson. John Connell. Longmans, Green, 6s. sC8. 
96 pages. 4 illustrations by Ley Kenyon. 

Mr. Connell has set his story of the last adventure and death of Long John Silver 

twenty-five years after the end of Treasure Island. There is yet plenty of wickedness and 

guile in the heart of the ingratiating old villain with the wooden leg (still with his 
parrot on his shoulder) and he determines to return to the island in search of that 
portion of the treasure that was, originally, left behind. To this end he steals Jim 

Hawkins’s chart of the island and kidnaps his young son, Jamie. Jamie relates his trials 

and adventures in a rousing, robust little tale that is complete in itself, and which will 

not offend devotees of Stevenson unduly. 


THE INSECT MAN. Eleanor Doorly. Introduced by Walter de la Mare. 
Reprint. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 169 pages. Woodcuts by Robert 
Gibbings. List of references. Paper bound. (Puffin Story Books) 

Told in the form of a story—a journey undertaken by children to the different places 

where Jean Henri Fabre lived—the life and work of the great entomologist is vividly 

presented in a fashion that should appeal to the imaginative child of thirteen upward 
who possesses some intellectual curiosity. There are thirty-one extracts from Fabre’s 
writings skilfully woven into the narrative; the descriptions of people and of places 
are always convincing. The book was first published in 1936, and appeared as a Puffin 
Story Book in 1942. 


CHRISTINA'S FAIRY BOOK. Ford Madox Ford. Latimer House, 5s. C8. 
60 pages. Illustrations by Jennetta Vise. 

The well-known writer Ford Madox Ford wrote these little fairy-tales for his daughter 
in order to create for her an imaginative world peopled with friendly beings who, if 
often mischievous and sometimes retributive, would not cause the fears or awe that 
so often accompany a child’s belief in the supernatural. The simple and deftly written 
stories (which are interspersed with some verses) are original and full of humour, and 
should appeal to children from four to six years. 
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THE FAMILY FROM ONE END STREET. Eve Garnett. Reprint. Penguin 
Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 173 pages. Illustrations by the author. Paper bound. 
(Puffin Story Books) 

A reprint of a book that was awarded the Library Association Carnegie Medal for the 
best children’s book of 1937, and first published in this series in 1942. The Ruggles are 
alarge, jolly, working-class family living in a small town; the ten stories of these lively 
and quick-witted children and their escapades, both exciting and comic, are delight- 
fully written and keep within the bounds of probability. For children from eleven to 
fourteen years. 


DETECTIVES IN THE HILLS. Jean Henson. Faber & Faber, 8s.6d. D8. 
251 pages. 24 illustrations by Kathleen Walker. 

This story of the adventures of three children is set in a remote and snowbound village 
in Derbyshire. These lively and sharp-witted youngsters can be trusted to unravel the 
most confusing mystery, and, undeterred by the weather and all its trials, they are soon 
caught up in an exciting train of events concerning a man who has lost his memory, 
a mysterious document in code, and, finally, in the rounding-up of a gang of black 
marketeers. A well-written story suitable for children from twelve years. 


THE SECRET OF THE ‘ASTREA’. Stanton Hope. Oxford University Press, 
6s. C8. 216 pages. Illustrations by Norman Howard. 

Barry Roe, aged sixteen, is taken on as an apprentice in the 12,000-ton oil-tanker, 
Astrea. Mr. Hope, who has had practical experience of tankers and of oil-ports in many 
parts of the world, combines a very convincing and interesting picture of life on board 
and ashore with an exciting mystery story. Young Roe and his fellow apprentice felt 
an instinctive distrust of the passenger that the Astrea carried from London to Curagao 
and who unaccountably rejoined the ship for the eastward journey. They follow up 
their suspicions with some good detective work that brings a trio of rascals to justice. 
Boys from twelve years upward will appreciate this well-written novel. 


BUTTONS AND MAC ADVENTURE AGAIN. Ursula Hourihane. Oxford 
University Press, 8s.6d. sF4. 140 pages. Colour photographs by Gabor 
Denes. Line drawings by C. Walter Hodges. 

Nine gay little stories about Buttons, a Teddy Bear, and Mac, a black Scottish terrier, 

who own two magic apple-pips which will make wishes come true. One wish brings 

them a fine red engine, Tucketty-Puff; they have some good times with their new 
friend and eventually build him a little house. A second wish brings a snow man to life 
and everybody has a wonderful Christmas. Suitable for children from six to eight years. 


THE BLUE FAIRY BOOK. THE GREEN FAIRY BOOK. Collected and 
edited by Andrew Lang. New editions with a Foreword by Mary Gould 
Davis. Longmans, Green, 10s.6d. each. L.Post 8. 384 : 375 pages. 30 : 20 
illustrations. 

Andrew Lang (1844-1912) was a scholar who, among other activities, made a study 

of mythology and folk-tales. In 1889 he began, with The Blue Fairy Book, a series of 

collections of fairy-stories gathered from folk-literature of many countries and which 
are still classics of their kind; new editions are therefore particularly welcome. In these 
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splendid books of the oldest and most enduring stories in the world taken from the 
best authorities, children will find many tales that they know. The present edition ha 
been subject to slight editorial changes. The drawings are the work of American illus 
trators, Ben Kutcher and Dorothy Lake Gregory respectively. 


THE LUCK OF THE VERRIANS. Alan Langton. George Newnes, 7s.6d. sC3, 

271 pages. Illustrations by Tony Weare. 
A well-told detective story for young people from twelve years upward concerning 
the theft of an heirloom known as the Verrian Luck. This piece of jewellery disappear 
during a birthday party when the Verrian family and some relations are gathered 
together, and the incident is the starting point for a series of dramatic events. The 
younger people of the party are helped by the eccentric amateur detective, Silas Stone, 
to find a solution to the mystery—partly by exploring the past history of this olf 
family.

Fizzie Andrews is an engaging young thing of nearly eighteen who is 
just starting her first job in a bookshop—where many interesting and unusual things 
happen; her madcap schoolgirl sister, Penny, is crazy about horses—she is so observant 
about anything to do with horses that she is able to help the police clear up an intri- 
guing mystery. 


THE SWISS FAMILY ROBINSON. Johann David Wyss. Oxford Univer- 
sity Press, 8s.6d. L.Post 8. 428 pages. 8 colour plates, black-and-white 
illustrations and illustrated endpapers by C. Walter Hodges. 

Der Schweizerische Robinson was written by a Swiss professor of Philosophy between 
1812-13; it was first translated into English in 1820, and it has become, in many 
countries, a classic among books of adventure. The Robinson parents and their four 
children and two dogs are marooned on a tropical island, where they spend some ten 
years; during that time this pious and resourceful family perform miracles of home 
building, land development, and colonization—all these activities are described in 
careful detail. This book has always appealed to the pioneering spirit of young people 
from twelve upward. 

Non-Fiction 

EVERY CHILD'S BOOK OF PETS. J. Bentley Aistrop. Dennis Dobson, 
8s.6d. L.Post 8. 220 pages. 25 illustrations. Diagrams. 

A practical book, written in a simple and friendly style, which will delight young 

people of ten years upward and should prove useful to their parents, too. Mr. Aistrop, 

a Fellow of the Zoological Society, discusses every kind of animal, bird, insect or fish 

that can be bought or snared and made into a domestic pet; the chapter on ‘Exotic or 

Tropical Fish’ is particularly full. Whilst he has concentrated mainly on feeding and 

welfare, he has something to say about the making of cages and suitable houses, and 

he slips in many an interesting story of pets he has himself owned. 


GOING TO THE THEATRE. John Allen. Phoenix House, 7s.6d. C8. 155 pages. 
26 illustrations. Short Bibliography. Index. (Excursions Series for Young 
People) 

The fourth book in this series, for children from about twelve to fifteen years old, has 
been written by the former Administrator and Producer of The Children’s Theatre, 
Ltd. He expounds simply and clearly what the theatre is at the present time, how it 
works, who runs it, what it can do. He takes as an example his production of Tobias 
and the Angel and follows through the performance of this play in relation to rehearsals, 
actors, producer, costume and scene designer, and audience. He finally gives a classified 
and chronological list of some of the great plays of the world. This small volume will 
be welcome in any school library where dramatic work is encouraged. 


WORKING DOGS. C. Gifford Ambler. Oxford University Press, 5s. ob.C4. 
40 pages. Illustrations by the author. 

Young dog-lovers from eight to ten years will enjoy this account of the many ways 

in which dogs can help man. Hunting dogs and terriers, guard dogs, sheep dogs, dogs 

used in drawing loads, for police work and rescue, and those trained to guide the blind, 

are simply described and admirably illustrated.
